The  purpose  of  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  to  help  women 
grow  in  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  God  as  revealed  in 
Jesus  Christ;  to  challenge  them  to  respond  to  God's 
redemptive  purpose  in  the  world,  to  unite  them  in  a 
Christian  fellowship  to  make  Christ  known  through  the 
world;  and  to  develop  a personal  responsibility  for  the 
whole  task  of  the  church. 

Toward  the  realization  of  this  purpose,  the  Women's 
Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  provide 
opportunities  and  resources  to  meet  the  needs  and  interests 
of  women;  to  increase  their  knowledge  of  the  concerns  and 
responsibilities  of  the  church  in  the  world;  and  to  share  in 
Christian  witness,  service,  and  missionary  outreach. 

The  Women's  Society  and  Guild  shall  enlist  workers  and 
secure  funds  for  the  fulfillment  of  their  responsibility  in  the 
mission  of  the  church  at  home  and  overseas. 


COVER  OF  THIS  REPORT 


The  Emblem 

The  new  official  emblem  for  The  United  Methodist  Church 
combines  the  cross  and  a flame  symbolizing  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  new 
emblem  for  Women's  Societies  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  likewise 
includes  the  cross  and  flame. 

The  cross  and  flame  are  ancient  symbols  of  the  church  dating  back 
to  the  days  of  Christ  and  Pentecost.  Each  evokes  images  of  sacrifice, 
witness  and  service.  They  remind  us  of  both  the  opportunities  and 
obligations  of  discipleship.  Paul's  ancient  words  to  Timothy  have  fresh 
and  contemporary  meaning:  " I now  remind  you  to  stir  into 
flame  the  gift  of  God  which  is  within  you".  (II  Timothy  1:6a— NEB) 

As  part  of  the  emblem  for  the  Women's  Society  and  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  these  symbols  remind  us  of  our  PURPOSE,  that  of 
helping  women  to  grow  in  their  understanding  of  and  willingness  to 
participate  in  the  mission  of  the  church.  These  also  remind  us  of  our 
heritage,  of  women  who  pioneered  in  the  service  for  the  church  at 
home  and  abroad  and  in  organizing  women  for  mission  service  and 
support  in  many  areas  of  need. 

The  shape  of  the  emblem  is  likewise  symbolic.  It  is  fluid  and 
free-flowing,  suggesting  change  and  mobility.  As  organized  groups  of 
women,  this  has  been  our  heritage.  Often  at  the  forefront  of 
movements  for  change,  at  times  supporting  the  projects  initiated  by 
others,  but  always  aware  of  the  times  and  striving  to  move  with  them 
rather  than  be  overwhelmed  by  them. 

The  cross,  the  flame,  and  the  individual  with  her  abilities  and 
opportunities  — all  elements  of  a 20th  century  movement  for  United 
Methodist  Women.

Cayard.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Dameron  stated  that  the  Committee  would  continue  to  work  on  the  Guidelines  and 
would  have  mimeographed  copies  for  the  Mid-year  Executive  Committee  Meeting. 

Mrs.  McGowan  reported  that  she  would  continue  to  represent  the  Louisiana  Conference 
on  the  1969  Committee  on  Program  for  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission. 
The  Committee  will  be  increased  because  more  conferences  are  included  in  the  Region  than 
in  the  Jurisdiction.  The  nominees  would  be  conference  officers. 

Those  elected  were  Miss  Evans,  Mesdames  Howe,  Bandel  and  Rosett.  Mrs.  Gardner  was 
elected  reserve  nominee  in  the  event  that  a Guild  member  was  not  needed. 

Mrs.  McCammon  moved  that  the  nominations  be  accepted  by  acclamation.  Seconded  by 
Mrs.  Dameron.  Carried. 

Mrs.  McGowan  called  for  a vote  for  those  elected  by  acclamation  to  be  accepted,  Mrs. 
Howe,  Mrs.  Bandel,  Mrs.  Rosett,  Miss  Evans  and  Mrs.  Gardner,  as  reserve.  Carried. 


Mrs.  McGowan  made  these  announcements:  (1)  Mrs.  George  Thomas  had  been  elected  as 
a member  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  for  the  Jurisdiction.  (2)  Reverend  Luman 
Douglas  is  the  representative  of  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  from  the 
Conference  Program  Council.  (3)  The  Youth  Tour  would  leave  Sunday,  July  21,  and  Mrs. 
John  Oldham,  Chairman,  asked  the  prayers  of  the  Committee  for  this  endeavor.  (4)  The 
Conference  Committee  on  Program  omitted  in  the  Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Report  included 
the  following:  Mesdames  Bandel,  Chairman,  Rosett,  Gardner,  McGowan,  Carter,  Compton, 
Howe,  Aycock,  Dameron,  Young  and  Miss  Evans. 

Mrs.  Howe  requested  that  the  Christian  Service  Times  be  lifted  and  subscriptions 
accepted  during  the  Responsibility  Group  Meetings. 

Mrs.  Howe  dismissed  the  meeting  with  prayer.

UNION  as  adopted  by  the  Women's  Division  of  World  Service  and  the  Woman's  Division  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  has  become  effective  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Henceforth  these 
two  shall  go  forward  as  a single  entity  to  be  known  as  The  Women's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.

''LORD  OF  THE  CHURCH,  WE  ARE  UNITED  IN  THEE  AND  IN  THE  WOMEN'S

PURPOSE  OF  THE  WOMEN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  (IN  UNISON) 

The  purpose  of  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
shall  be  to  help  women  grow  in  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  God  as  revealed  in  Jesus 
Christ;  to  challenge  them  to  respond  to  God’s  redemptive  purpose  in  the  world,  to  unite 
them  in  a Christian  fellowship  to  make  Christ  known  through  the  world;  and  to  develop  a 
personal  responsibility  for  the  whole  task  of  the  church.

The  Mid-Year  Executive  Committee  meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  A Women's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  was  convened  at  1:45  p.m.  Tuesday,  October  15,  1968,  in  the 
parior  of  the  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Natchitoches,  Louisiana,  with  Mrs.  C.  B. 
McGowan,  president,  presiding.  Various  committees  met  Monday  and  Tuesday  preceding 
the  opening  session,  with  coffee,  dinner  and  luncheon  served  by  the  host  society. 

THE  OPENING  WORSHIP  was  given  by  The  Reverend  Jolly  B.  Harper,  pastor  of  the 
host  church.  The  hymn,  "Blessed  Assurance",  was  sung  by  the  group.  Reverend  Harper's 
thoughts  were  based  on  the  fourth  chapter  of  Joshua,  relating  the  history  in  this  story  to 
that  of  the  city  and  to  the  growth  of  Methodism  of  Natchitoches.  He  stressed  the 
importance  of  choosing  what  to  preserve  from  our  past  that  can  be  used  in  our  future.  The 
challenge  to  members  of  the  Women's  Society  that  we  are  more  than  a structure  or  an 
organization,  but  a group  with  influence  whose  aims  are  out  front. 

Mrs.  McGowan  called  the  attention  that  history  is  being  made  as  this  is  the  first  regular 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  new  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
where  we  work  in  the  present  and  plan  for  the  future  that  we  may  catch  a vision  of  the 
forward  thrust  of  these  organizations,  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

THE  MEETING  WAS  CALLED  TO  ORDER  by  the  President,  Mrs.  McGowan,  who 

expressed  appreciation  to  Reverend  Harper  and  the  local  ladies  for  entertaining  the 

committee  in  this  church. 

COMMITTEES  WERE  APPOINTED  AS  FOLLOWS:  Examiners  of  the  Minutes,  Mrs.  J. 
F.  Rosett  and  Mrs.  Gilbert  Bandel.  Resolutions,  Mrs.  Robert  Compton  and  Mrs.  J.  D. 
Hansard,  Jr. 

ROLL  CALL  was  answered  by  the  following:  Mesdames  C.  B.  McGowan,  J.  F.  Rosett,  L. 
C.  Aycock,  W.  B.  Gardner,  R.  E.  Carter,  Gilbert  Bandel,  John  L.  Howe,  Jr.,  Robert 
Compton,  G.  W.  Dameron,  T.  C.  Young,  W.  M.  Coffey,  Wade  Stonecipher,  John  Nelson,  B. 
E.  Fox,  Sr.,  Charles  Cain,  Jesse  Porter,  Don  Wineinger,  J.  W.  Boyd,  Edgar  E.  Cayard,  J.  D. 
Hansard,  Jr.,  W.  F.  Manning,  Jr.,  F.  E.  Kennon,  T.  E.  Kirkpatrick  and  Jack  Bussie.  Cards 
were  sent  to  those  absent. 

Mrs.  McGowan  welcomed  members  who  were  attending  the  committee  meeting  for  the 
first  time  and  a visitor,  Mrs.  P.  L.  Foreman. 

MINUTES  of  the  Administrative  Committee  were  read  and  approved.  Mrs.  McGowan 
stated  Louisiana  Conference  A had  been  transferred  to  the  Nashville  Region  from  the  Dallas 
Region. 

The  minutes  of  the  July  16,  1968,  Called  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  had  been 
previously  mailed  to  the  members.  Mrs.  Kirkpatrick  moved  the  approval  of  these  minutes. 
Motion  seconded  by  Mrs.  Manning  and  carried. 

COMMUNICATIONS  were  read  from  Mrs.  G.  E.  Laskey,  Mrs.  Wade  Stonecipher,  Jeanne 
Bingham,  The  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  Nebraska  Conference  United 
Methodist  Church  and  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  First  United 
Methodist  Church  of  Omaha. 

CHANGES  AND  ADDITIONS  of  officers  in  the  Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Report  were 
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submitted.  Mrs.  Manning  moved  that  the  secretary  compile  one  list  of  changes  and  mail  to 
members  of  the  committee.  Motion  seconded  by  Mrs.  Young  and  carried. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Laskey,  Mrs.  McGowan  brought  highlights  from  the  meeting  of 
the  Regional  Conference  on  Motivation  for  Missions  recently  held  in  Dallas.  "For  the 
quadrennium,  1968-72,  there  be  a composite  form  one  report  for  each  local,  district  and 
conference  society  and  guild;  and  that  there  be  two  report  periods  during  the  year.  It  is 
suggested  the  fall  report  be  evaluative  report  and  that  the  spring  report  be  both  evaluative 
and  statistical."  Groups  will  meet  as  an  Executive  Meeting  to  compile  reports  on  all  levels. 
The  December  Methodist  Woman  will  have  a sample  copy  of  the  report.  These  report 
periods  do  not  include  the  treasurer's  report.  Mrs.  McGowan  stated  the  Division  and 
Jurisdiction  societies  no  longer  send  directives,  but  the  conference  executive  committee  is 
the  decision  maker,  not  the  Women's  Division. 


DISTRICT  REPORTS 


ALEXANDRIA 

Mrs.  T.  C.  Young,  president,  reported  our  concern  for  the  needy  of  the  world  was 
deepened  by  the  challenging  message  brought  by  Dr.  Francis  Brockman  at  our  annual 
meeting.  The  standing  rules  for  the  district  was  presented  and  adopted.  All  of  our  District 
officers  attended  the  District  Officers  training  in  Pineville.  Mrs.  John  Tubbs  attended  the 
Jurisdictional  Mission  Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  Two  workshops  on  program  planning 
and  resources  were  held  in  the  district  August  24th  and  25th.  Changes  and  new  terminology 
in  the  church  as  well  as  the  Women's  Society  were  discussed.  Also  materials  for  a program 
on  Human  Rights  were  given  to  each  Society.  The  District  Mission  Study  Conference, 
September  24,  in  Alexandria  was  outstanding  and  well  attended.  Books  were  sold  at  this  and 
the  workshop  meetings.  How  to  better  use  the  Louisiana  Conference  Annual  report; 
Interpretation  of  the  new  Constitution  and  the  By-Laws  and  the  new  Sub-District  Guide; 
and  discussion  of  officers  responsibilities  was  the  program  of  our  four  Sub-District  meetings. 
Our  District  Finance  Committee  has  been  working  on  a District  Cultivation  budget.  We  need 
to  promote  more  giving  through  Pledge  to  Missions  in  the  local  church.  I attended  and  gave 
a W.S.C.S.  report  at  the  District  Laymen's  Retreat.  Evergreen  Society  joined  Bunkie  Society 
and  I hope  will  absorb  all  of  their  members.  Hopewell  Society  disbanded  but  their  members 
have  been  invited  to  join  Elizabeth.  We  have  a District  member  and  prospects  of  a new 
society  at  Belah. 

BATON  ROUGE 

Mrs.  Wade  Stonecipher,  president,  reported  the  Baton  Rouge  District  is  composed  of  55 
Societies  with  2121  members  and  14  Guild  Units  with  237  members,  a total  of  2358 
members.  One  new  Society  and  one  new  Guild  Unit  is  being  organized  at  the  Francis  Asbury 
Church  in  Baton  Rouge.  Dr.  Brockman,  the  speaker  for  all  District  Annual  meetings  this 
year,  was  well  received  and  an  inspiration  for  the  local  women  of  the  33  churches  in 
attendance.  Officer  training,  in  the  spring  as  well  as  Sub-District  meetings  were  held  in  each 
Sub-District.  The  District  chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations  attended  the  Conference  at 
Mt.  Sequoyah  and  worked  with  the  youth  in  the  Inner  City  Project  of  New  Orleans.  The 
District  chairman  of  Missionary  Education  was  at  the  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt. 
Sequoyah,  and  cooperated  with  the  District  Committee  in  planning  the  Mission  Study 
Conferences  held  in  Hammond  and  Baton  Rouge.  Of  great  interest  was  the  increase  in 
registration  of  representatives  of  the  local  churches,  indicating  a move  toward  total  church 
programming.  A workshop  was  not  held  in  order  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  Study 
Conference.  It  was  our  great  joy  and  privilege  to  have  Miss  Elma  Ashby  in  our  district  for  10 
days  to  speak  to  many  varied  groups  and  churches.  Her  schedule  was  arranged  through  a 
"task  group"  under  the  direction  of  the  District  Chairman  of  Missionary  Education.  Last, 
but  definitely  not  least,  was  the  fact  that  the  Baton  Rouge  District  met  its  pledge  and  we 
will  do  it  again  . . . WITH  GOD'S  HELP  . . . 
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LAFAYETTE 


Mrs.  B.  E.  Fox,  Sr.,  president,  reported  membership  in  the  District  shows  an  increase  of 
3;  2 societies  have  disbanded  and  2 have  joined  together,  but  in  spite  of  this  we  are  proud  to 
report  our  pledge  for  the  year  1967-63  was  overpaid  $339.87,  of  this  amount  $150.00  was 
overpaid  by  the  Guild.  The  District  Annual  meeting  was  well  attended.  The  statement  was 
made  that  during  the  42  years  of  attending  District  meetings  this  was  one  of  the  most 
inspirational.  In  the  spring  4 zone  meetings  were  held,  the  majority  of  the  societies  were 
represented.  The  District  Executive  Committee  presented  the  program  on  "The  New 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  New  Structure".  Local  societies  have  reported  this  very 
helpful.  An  offering  was  sent  to  Missions  in  honor  of  the  workers  of  the  projects  in  the 
Lafayette  District  that  were  leaving:  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Jerry  Moon  and  Miss  Patsy  3mith, 
U-S-2,  all  of  Dulac  Community  Center  and  Reverend  Wayne  Smith,  Director  of  Wesley 
Foundation,  USL.  The  District  Mission  Study  Conference,  held  in  September,  was  well 
attended  and  excellent  cooperation  was  in  evidence  between  the  Women's  Society,  Guild 
and  Church.  The  District  President  has  met  with  the  four  Sub-District  Chairmen  and  their 
presidents,  during  the  month  of  September.  Enthusiasm  has  been  keen  and  Sub-District 
meetings  are  being  well  planned.  Two  have  already  been  held  with  good  programs  and 
attendance.  The  other  two  will  be  held  the  latter  part  of  October.  Cooperation  and  planning 
with  the  Guild  Chairman  and  the  8 Guilds  has  been  gratifying. 

LAKE  CHARLES 

Mrs.  Jesse  Porter,  president,  reported  that  all  of  Lake  Charles  District  officers  and 
Sub-District  Chairmen  attended  the  officer  training  at  Pineville.  Three  Sub-District  meetings 
followed.  They  were  held  at  Westlake,  Ville  Platte  and  DeRidder.  The  new  purpose  was 
defined  and  the  new  structure  of  the  Women's  Society  was  presented.  Five  youths  went  on 
the  Mission  Tour.  There  was  fine  cooperation  with  the  District  Study  Conference,  with  two 
meetings  at  Simpson  Church  in  Lake  Charles.  One  was  held  at  night  and  one  in  the  morning. 
These  were  integrated  meetings.  On  October  4 a Day  Apart  was  held  at  Lake  Arthur  Camp 
Grounds,  The  District  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  August  20.  A news  letter  followed. 
Each  officer  shared  information  received.  Planned  presidents'  meetings  will  be  held  in  each 
Sub-District.  The  treasurer,  Mrs.  Leo  Hoffpauir,  reported  21%  of  pledge  had  been  paid  the 
first  quarter.  There  are  two  former  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Women's  Societies  in  the 
district.  The  society  at  Roanoke  had  recently  become  a guild. 

MONROE 

Mrs.  Wineinger,  president,  reported  that  statistically,  the  work  of  The  Monroe  District  is 
difficult  to  assess.  Our  giving  on  pledge  was  slightly  less  through  May  20  than  the  previous 
year.  In  the  spring  a new  society  with  16  members  was  formed.  Then,  just  before 
Conference,  a congregation  withdrew  from  The  United  Methodist  Church,  and  with  it  a 
society  of  25  members.  We  have  to  run  fast  just  to  stay  where  we  were.  The  Service  of 
Celebration  has  received  a good  response,  and  some  new  members  are  being  reached.  At  the 
District  Conference  last  fall  we  had  the  opportunity  of  presenting  the  work  of  the  society  in 
a favorable  light,  and  at  an  early  point  in  the  program.  Dr.  Brockman  was  well-received  in 
the  spring  annual  meeting.  A Local  Officers  Training  Day  was  held,  with  four  zones 
combined.  Evaluation  points  to  this  as  being  satisfactory  for  most  of  the  women  of  the 
district.  Attendance  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  is  not  as  representative  as  we  would 
like.  Planning  for  the  District  Mission  Study  Conference  began  early.  Two  laymen,  two 
Guilders,  two  WSCS  members,  and  two  ministers  made  up  the  committee.  Sessions  were 
held  on  two  successive  nights,  schedules  being  identical.  Attendance  was  210  different 
persons,  14  of  these  being  leaders.  There  were  23  pastors,  31  other  men,  and  142  women. 
Many  local  congregations  are  already  in  church-wide  studies.  As  the  round  of  sub-district 
meetings  begins,  we  can  already  see  results  from  the  Guide,  both  in  more  local  planning,  and 
in  other  recommendations.  Cooperation  with  the  Guild  continues  to  be  good.  We  have 
sought  to  have  more  communication  with  them  on  financial  matters.  This  year  our 
Chairman  of  Spiritual  Growth  was  asked  to  present  the  Gospel  of  John  at  the  fall  training 
session  at  Camp  Chemin-a-Haut. 
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MEW  ORLEANS 


Mrs.  Edgar  E.  Cayard,  president,  reported  that  the  annual  meeting  of  the  New  Orleans 
District  was  held  April  21,  1968,  at  First  Methodist  Church.  Dr.  Francis  L.  Brockman  spoke 
on  the  subject  "One  Man's  View  of  Human  Need".  A new  society  is  being  formed  in  New 
Sarpy.  District  Officers  attended  training  day  in  Pineville,  and  presented  training  day  for  the 
local  officers  on  May  15  at  the  Elysian  Fields  Church.  The  district  president  and  one  Youth 
delegate  attended  the  Jurisdictional  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  The  district 
was  well-represented  at  the  School  of  Missions.  We  cooperated  in  the  planning  and 
presentation  of  the  District  Mission  Study  Conference  which  was  held  September  29  with 
both  Conferences  A and  B sharing  equal  responsibility.  There  was  good  attendance  and 
participation  in  the  Mission  Institute  presented  by  the  Church  Women  United  on  September 
28.  The  charter  meeting  of  the  "Women's  Auxiliary"  to  the  New  Methodist  Hospital  was 
held  September  30  with  a large  and  enthusiastic  group  in  attendance.  Bishop  Walton 
formally  opened  and  consecrated  the  hospital  on  October  10.  Mrs.  Edward  McDevitt 
participated  in  the  Annual  Retreat  of  the  New  Orleans  District  Women's  Society, 
Conference  B,  held  in  Lawless  Chapel  at  Dillard  University  July  27.  Miss  Elma  Ashby,  a 
nurse  in  Rhodesia,  was  in  our  district  August  25-September  2.  Arrangements  were  made  for 
her  visits  to  several  local  groups.  The  District  Officers  have  been  visiting  in  local  societies. 
The  president  has  been  a guest  at  several  of  the  charter  meetings.  Board  meetings  of  St. 
Marks  Community  Center  and  Wesley  Foundation  at  Tulane  University  are  attended  by  the 
district  president.  The  women  of  the  district  are  cooperating  with  the  International  Student 
program  serving  as  "host  families"  to  many  of  the  foreign  students.  The  newsletter  is 
published  quarterly  following  Executive  Committee  meetings. 

RUSTON 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning,  Jr.,  president,  reported  that  all  district  officers  and  sub-district 
leaders  attended  Officers  Training  Day  in  Pineville  April  17.  Officers  training  was  held  in 
each  of  the  four  sub-districts  from  April  30  through  May  9.  At  these  meetings  new  changes 
in  structure  were  given,  as  well  as  regular  training  of  new  local  officers.  Attendance  was 
good  at  all  four  meetings.  The  annual  district  executive  committee  meeting  was  held  May 
15th.  Retiring  officers  made  their  yearly  reports  and  turned  over  "Procedural  Files"  to  the 
new  officers  at  this  time.  The  out-going  treasurer  reported  that  Ruston  District  had  overpaid 
her  pledge  of  $15,928.00  by  the  sum  of  $408.95.  Fourteen  Societies  and  three  Guilds  had 
complied  with  the  request  that  we  double  our  payment  for  Supply  Askings  this  year.  During 
the  month  of  June  local  presidents  met  with  their  respective  sub-district  leaders  and  the 
district  president.  These  meetings  were  used  to  discuss  plans  for  the  coming  year's  program 
in  the  sub-district  as  well  as  the  local  society.  It  was  also  a time  for  fellowship  with  the 
feeling  being  that  the  better  they  knew  each  other  and  their  hopes  for  the  coming  year  the 
better  these  plans  could  be  accomplished  by  all.  Visitation  of  the  local  societies  by  the 
district  officers  and  sub-district  leaders  was  discussed  and  the  decision  was  that  plans  should 
be  made  to  continue  it.  The  School  of  Christian  Missions  held  during  July  at  Centenary 
College  was  attended  by  twenty-five  members  of  Ruston  district.  There  were  two  guild 
members  and  six  district  and  one  conference  officer  among  those  attending.  The  Mission 
Study  Conference  was  held  in  cooperation  with  the  District  Chairman  on  Missions 
September  4th  at  First  Church  in  Minden.  In  spite  of  torrential  rains  the  attendance  was 
good  with  186  persons  in  attendance.  The  group  was  made  up  of  ministers,  chairmen  of 
commission  on  missions  and  members  of  both  the  Guild  and  Women's  Society.  The  three 
studies  were  presented  in  two  sessions  each  thus  allowing  each  individual  to  receive  teaching 
instructions  in  two  studies.  Sub-district  meetings  for  the  fall  have  been  planned  around 
program  planning  and  new  forms  for  local  societies  and  sub-districts.  The  new  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  and  the  new  Guidelines  for  Sub-Districts  are  being  used  in  these  programs  with 
the  use  of  local  women  as  the  particpants.  One  new  society  has  been  reactivated  at  the 
Sibley  Church  with  a membership  of  twelve.  One  Guild  has  been  organized  at  Trinity,  the 
Bennett  Steere  Guild,  with  a membership  of  nineteen.  This  makes  a total  of  34  Societies 
with  a membership  of  1,366  and  11  Guilds  with  237  members.  The  total  membership  of 
societies  and  guilds  in  Ruston  is  now  1,603. 
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SHREVEPORT 

Mrs.  T.  E.  Kirkpatrick,  president,  reported  that  Dr.  Francis  L.  Brockman  spoke  to  an 
enthusiastic  group  of  200  women  at  the  district  annual  meeting  in  March.  During  the  noon 
hour,  slides  were  shown  depicting  the  varied  activities  of  local  societies  in  the  district. 
Leadership  training  was  offered  in  three  sub-districts  in  late  spring.  Over  90%  of  our 
members  live  less  than  an  hour's  drive  from  Shreveport  and  their  attendance  at  the  day 
portion  of  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  is  consistently  good.  This  means  our  district 
program  must  compliment  rather  than  compete  with  this  learning  opportunity.  We  were 
able  this  year  to  move  into  the  District  Mission  Study  Conference  as  planned  by  the  district 
committee  on  mission  studies.  Sunday  afternoon,  September  15,  found  persons  from 
Districts  A and  B gathered  for  training  for  church-wide  mission  study  for  adults,  youth  and 
children.  The  time  of  the  meeting  offered  opportunity  for  guild  persons  and  men  to  attend 
(21  of  whom  were  not  clergy).  Because  of  over  five  inches  of  rain  that  day,  the  district 
Women's  Society  went  to  sub-district  2 later  for  a make-up  program.  In  a year  when  the 
Women's  Society  is  divorcing  itself  from  youth  in  its  structure  patterns,  we  have  had  a 
youth  and  a student  attend  the  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  and  a youth  on  the 
Conference  Mission  tour.  The  District  Society  was  contacted  by  the  Centenary  Methodist 
Student  Movement  for  help  with  weekly  meals.  A coordinator  was  selected  and  14  societies 
are  engaged  in  this  project.  If  continued  beyond  this  semester,  we  are  hopeful  this  will 
become  a church  activity,  with  the  women  doing  their  share  as  church  members.  We  are 
continuing  to  cooperate  in  every  way  possible  with  the  district  church  program.  Within  the 
structure  of  the  church,  we  see  ourselves  as  first  of  all  individual  members  of  the  church 
available  for  participation  in  all  its  affairs  on  every  level;  and  secondly,  as  an  organization  of 
women  within  the  church  who  desire  to  go  further  in  a study  and  involvement  in  the 
development  of  our  faith  and  in  its  application  to  the  issues  and  concerns  of  the  church  and 
the  world.  Such  women  in  our  district  cared  enough  last  year  to  increase  their  missionary 
giving  by  more  than  $1600;  and  many  became  missioners  themselves  by  helping  in  various 
ways  with  nursing  home  patients,  mentally  ill,  shut-ins,  the  aged,  scouts,  remedial  education, 
neighborhood  center  work,  etc.  Shockwaves  from  the  threats  of  “change"  have  caused 
tremors  for  some,  but  we  continue  to  hope  that  these  will,  in  time,  become  new  instruments 
of  constructive  Christian  creativity  and  development  in  local  groups. 

RESIGNATION.  A letter  of  resignation  from  Mrs.  Howe,  as  Conference  Chairman  of 
Spiritual  Growth  was  read.  Mrs.  Howe  had  been  elected  to  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
Society-Guild  Core  Planning  Group  as  a member-at-large.  Mrs.  Kirkpatrick  moved  that  we 
accept  Mrs.  Howe's  resignation  with  regret  and  express  our  appreciation  to  her  for  her 
contribution  to  our  conference  through  her  office.  Mrs.  Manning  seconded  the  motion. 
Motion  carried. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS.  Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  chairman,  reported  her 
committee  received  Mrs.  Howe's  resignation  with  regret.  The  name  of  Mrs.  George  Chastain, 
Lake  Charles,  to  serve  Mrs,  Howe's  unexpired  term,  was  submitted.  Mrs.  McCammon  moved 
the  acceptance  of  the  report.  Motion  seconded  and  carried.

In  order  to  continue  this  worthwhile  and  needed  tour,  which  youth  look  forward  to  each 
year,  I recommend,  as  suggested  by  the  youth,  that  the  cost  per  tour  member  be  increased 
to  $100.00,  plus  present  amount  from  the  W.S.C.S.  Also,  that  the  tour  be  shortened  by  two 
days  and  travel  more  miles,  since  there  is  now  a minimum  per  day  charge  for  bus  charters.

Mrs.  McGowan  asked  that  a note  of 
appreciation  be  sent  to  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween  along  with  regrets  that  she  could  not  be  present 
to  present  the  book  to  the  committee. 

"COMMENT"  SERIES  — Mrs.  Gardner  moved  that  the  "Comment"  series  prepared  by 
the  conference  elected  leadership  be  continued  in  the  Louisiana  Methodist.  Motion  was 
seconded  and  carried.  The  secretary  will  assume  the  responsibility  of  preparing  the  schedule 

for  the  series. 

CHURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  — Mrs.  Dameron,  a state  vice  president,  reported  this 
agency  is  in  the  process  of  reorganizing  and  it  offers  wonderful  opportunity  for  growth.  She 
urged  women  to  organize  a unit  in  their  community  and  attend  meetings  whenever  possible. 

"CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  TIMES"  — Mrs.  Howe,  editor,  announced  the  next  issue  would 

be  out  by  November  1.  She  reported  543  society  subscriptions  and  269  guild  subscriptions. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Howe  as  editor  of  Christian  Service  Times  was  read  and  accepted 
with  regret.  The  best  wishes  of  the  committee  go  with  Mrs.  Howe  as  she  represents 
Louisiana  Conference  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

"CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  TIMES"  COMMITTEE  to  evaluate  the  paper,  Mrs.  Gardner, 
chairman,  stated  there  would  be  a call  meeting  of  the  committee  in  the  near  future  to  review 
and  evaluate  this  publication. 

GUIDELINES  FOR  SUB-DISTRICTS  COMMITTEE,  Mrs.  Dameron,  chairman,  reported 
that  500  copies  of  A Guideline  for  Sub-District  Chairmen  were  printed  at  a cost  of  $22.97 
in  the  office  of  the  Conference  Program  Council.  Each  district  received  30  copies.  A sale 
price  of  lOd  per  copy  was  recommended.  The  two  recommendations  presented,  (1)  that  the 
conference  president  be  supplied  with  sufficient  copies  to  share  with  others  who  may  be 
interested  in  this  project;  (2)  that  the  remaining  copies  be  held  by  the  conference  secretary 
and  distributed  for  sale  as  requested.

REPORT  OF  PROJECTS 

DULAC  COMMUNITY  CENTER  — Mrs.  Fox  reported  that  Mr.  Allen  Hebert  has  filled 
the  position  of  Executive  Director,  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Reverend  Jerry 
Moon,  who  will  further  his  education  at  the  University  of  Missouri.  A very  full  program  is 
being  maintained  at  the  Center.  Mrs.  Fox  recommended  Mr.  Hebert  as  a lay  speaker  and 
suggests  he  be  used  to  further  the  interest  of  this  project  in  our  churches. 

MacDONELL  METHODIST  CENTER  — Mrs.  Howe  stated  that  the  program  is  changing 
to  meet  the  needs  of  those  enrolled.  There  has  been  an  increase  to  35  pupils. 
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BUSINESS  GIRLS'  INN  — Mrs.  Kirkpatrick  reported  that  a full  house  of  girls  requires 
that  the  program  and  services  of  The  Inn  continue  even  in  the  absence  of  the  director,  who 
is  on  sick  leave.  A series  of  discussions  "Total  Self  Improvement”  is  being  planned  now 
which  will  emphasize  the  spiritual,  social,  physical  and  intellectual.  Remodeling  of  the 
reception  room,  office  and  stairway  has  just  been  completed.  A new  intercom  system 
linking  every  room  to  the  office,  with  a separate  system  among  the  staff  rooms,  and  with  an 
outside  door  speaker  has  been  installed.  This  was  made  possible  partially  by  a large 
contribution  given  for  the  purpose  by  individuals.  A copy  of  the  simplified  budget  has  been 
sent  to  all  ministers  in  the  conference  to  share  with  their  commissions  on  missions  for 
consideration  for  Advance  Special  — which  has  not  resulted  in  the  amount  the  Finance 
Committee  had  hoped  the  last  year.  Hospitalization  insurance  is  now  available  for  all 
workers.  This  is  the  same  system  the  church  uses.  In  the  planning  stage  is  a retirement 
program  for  professional  staff.  Personnel  policies  have  been  formulated.  We  are  currently 
anxious  to  find  a woman  for  assistant  director  who  is  skilled  in  office  management.  Staff 
and  members  have  visited  many  church  groups  to  present  work  of  The  Inn. 

SAGER-BROWN  SCHOOL,  ST.  MARKS  COMMUNITY  CENTER  and  PEOPLES' 
COMMUNITY  CENTER  — Mrs.  McGowan  reports  these  projects  continue  to  go  forward  in 
their  program.

The  opening  session  was  preceded  by  meetings  of 
the  various  committees  with  a dinner  Monday  evening  in  the  Fellowship  Lounge  of  the 
church,  courtesy  of  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  McCampbell. 


The  Opening  Meditation,  given  by  Mrs.  George  M.  Chastain,  Jr.,  was  taken  from  Micah 
6:8.  In  dialogue  form  questions  and  answers  were  discussed  concerning  the  scripture,  "what 
does  the  Lord  require  of  me?"

The  Committee  to  evaluate  the  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  TIMES  met  Saturday,  January 
25,  1969,  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  Louisiana. 

The  Committee  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1. That  the  paper,  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  TIMES,  be  continued.  And  that  future 
evaluations  be  made  at  a time  to  be  determined  by  the  Conference  Society-Guild  and 
co-editors.

3.  That  each  District  have  someone  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  the  CHRISTIAN 
SERVICE  TIMES  in  that  District.  That  the  District  President  and  District  Chairman  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  helping  the  local  Society-Guild 
to  use  the  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  TIMES  effectively. 

4.  That  there  be  no  free  copies  sent  into  the  local  Society-Guild.  That  there  be  four  (4) 
copies  per  subscription  year.  That  the  subscription  price  be  $1.50  per  year.  And  there  be 
subscriptions  from  at  least  10  percent  of  the  membership  of  each  district.  Which  will  be 
needed  to  make  the  paper  self-supporting.

The  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Robert  McCammon  at 
First  United  Methodist  Church  are  cooperating  in  this  endeavor. 

Because  of  illness  Mrs.  McGowan  asked  Mrs.  Rosett,  vice  president,  to  take  the  chair. 

Nashville  Regional  Advisory  Committee,  Mrs.  Rosett,  Chairman,  reported  she  attended 
the  organizational  meeting  held  in  Nashville,  February  25,  1969.  A Chairman  and  Secretary 
were  elected.

concluded  the  worship  with  prayer. 

Constitution  and  Bylaws  Chairman,  Mrs.  Dameron,  presented  the  Constitution  and 
Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  and  the  following  recommendations:  (changes  are  underlined) 


Local  Society 

Page  11  - Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  Women's  Division  - Amend  Article  III, 
Section  1,  by  adding,  a pastor  may  be  a member. 


Page  1 of  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Bylaws  - Amend  Article  V, 
Second  4,  to  read.  Elections  shall  be  held  annually  in  May  or  June.  Those  elected  shall 
assume  their  duties  September  1.  No  officer  shall  hold  theTame  office  for  more  than  four 
consecutive  years. 
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Standing  Rule  Number  7 - Editorial  change  to  read:  All  appeals  for  funds  outside  the 
institutions  and  agencies  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 

Finance  before  being  presented  to  the  Society. 

Standing  Rule  Number  10  — Change  to  read:  Officers  shall  be  elected  in  May  or  June. 
Those  elected  shall  assume  their  duties  September  1 . 

Conference  Society 

Amend  Article  V,  Section  4,  to  read  — An  amount  up  to  fifteen  percent  (15%)  based  on 
Pledge  to  Missions  may  be  set  aside  each  year  as  the  Conference  Cultivation  fund.  The  exact 
percent  shall  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee  on  recommendation  by  the 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Standing  Rule  Number  3 — Change  to  read:  The  voting  membership  at  an  Annual 
Meeting  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  persons:  the  members  of  the  Conference 
Executive  Committee;  the  delegates  from  local  societies;  the  district  officers;  the  sub-district 
chairmen;  the  wife  of  the  resident  bishop;  all  former  conference  presidents  of  the  Women's 
Society  and  its  predecessor  organizations. 


Standing  Rule  19  - Mrs.  J.  W.  Richard  moved  that  Rule  19  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  for  the  possibility  of  increasing  the  present  subsidy  of  $9.00  per 
person  paid  all  elected  leadership  of  the  district  and  sub-district  chairmen  who  attend  and 
fully  participate  in  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  Motion  seconded  by  Mrs.  Don  Elliott. 
Motion  carried. 

Each  recommendation  was  voted  on  individually.  Mrs.  Dameron  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  entire  report,  except  for  Rule  19,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
Motion  seconded  by  Mrs.  Gardner.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Dameron  moved  the  adoption  of  Standing  Rule  Number  29  as  it  appears  in  the 
Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Report.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

Mrs.  Dameron  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  as  edited  in  the  1968  Edition 
from  the  Women's  Division.  Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Secretary  was  asked  to  read  the  Standing  Rule  with  regard  to  eligible  voters  in  the 

Annual  Meeting.  The  voting  strength  was  established  by  count  as  162.  The  names  of  the 
Tellers,  both  Distributing  and  Counting  were  read  again. 

Committee  on  Nominations  — Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning,  Jr.,  substituting  for  the  chairman, 
Mrs.  C.  R.  McCammon,  gave  the  following  report:  Members  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  — Chairman  to  serve  one  year,  Mrs.  Edgar  E.  Cayard.  To  serve  one  year;  Mrs. 
W.  F.  Manning,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  T.  E.  Kirkpatrick.  To  serve  two  years,  Mrs.  Edgar  E.  Cayard 
and  Mrs.  Jesse  Porter.  To  serve  three  years,  Mrs.  Harvey  Henry  and  Mrs.  John  Nelson. 
Nominations  were  asked  from  the  floor  and  there  were  none.  The  nominees  were 
introduced.  Mrs.  Gardner  moved  that  report  of  the  committee  be  accepted.  Motion  carried. 

School  of  Christian  Mission  Dean,  Mrs.  T.  E.  Kirkpatrick,  reported  the  school  will  be 
held  July  22-25,  1969,  at  Centenary  College  with  three  courses  being  offered  and  listed  the 
teachers.  (1)  "Reconciliation  in  a Broken  World",  Mrs.  John  L.  Howe,  Jr.  and  Reverend  Roy 
H.  Ryan.  (2}  "Towards  Understanding  China  and  the  Chinese  People",  Mrs.  Ed  M.  Cobb. 
(3)  "The  Inner  Life  and  the  Christian  in  Today's  World",  Miss  Arline  Tyler,  Dr.  Allen  Lamar 
Cooper  and  Miss  Virginia  Thomas.  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  will  be  the  leader  of  orientation  of 
leaders  of  small  groups. 
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Miss  Dorothy  McConnell  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Rosett.  Miss  McConnell  related  the 
many  changes  and  new  experiences  her  church  in  New  York  City  had  witnessed  in  recent 
months  and  the  role  it  has  in  trying  to  interest  the  youth  of  that  area  to  become  active  in 
the  church  program.  The  majority  of  the  participants  were  under  thirty-five  years  of  age. 
Many  serve  on  boards  and  committees  and  assist  in  the  planning  of  music  and  worship 
services.  If  the  Christian  church  is  to  be  the  salvation  it  must  listen  to  youth  and  be  sensitive 
to  their  needs.  Women  today  have  wonderful  opportunities  to  talk  and  move  with  the  new 
look  and  getting  used  to  the  new  forces. 

Following  the  Coffee  Hour  Mrs.  Rosett  introduced  Dr.  Ben  Oliphint,  the  host  pastor.  Dr. 
Oliphint  was  very  gracious  in  his  welcome  to  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  and 
expressed  appreciation  for  the  telegram  of  sympathy  from  the  Conference  Society. 

It  was  announced  that  the  President's  Message  would  not  be  presented,  but  would  appear 
in  an  early  issue  of  the  Louisiana  Methodist. 

The  Pledge  Service  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  W.  B.  Gardner,  Conference  Treasurer,  assisted 
by  the  district  treasurers.  Mrs.  Gardner  expressed  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Carl  Gallaher,  former 
Conference  treasurer,  for  preparing  the  pledge  service.  Each  district  treasurer  indicated  the 
amount  of  her  district’s  pledge  on  a poster.  Mrs.  Gardner  presented  the  total  pledge  in  the 
amount  of  $105,854.00  to  Mrs.  Rosett.  The  pledge  was  accepted.  Mrs.  Joanie  McClesky 
sang,  "Others",  accompanied  by  Miss  Iris  Irving.  Mrs.  Rosett  concluded  the  service  with  a 
prayer  of  dedication  of  the  gifts. 

Reverend  G.  W.  Dameron  of  Pineville,  who  gave  the  noon  meditation,  was  introduced  by 
Mrs.  Rosett.  Scriptures  were  read  from  Micah  6,  Deuteronomy  6 and  Leviticus  19.  Many  are 
seeking  the  answer  to  the  question,  "What  Does  the  Lord  Require  of  Me"?  Only  when  we 
have  lived  and  loved,  only  when  we  live  faith  it  becomes  real  faith,  only  when  the  Church 
accepts  God  as  the  righteous  God  will  we  find  justice,  kindness  and  humbleness.  Only  when 
we  stop  to  speak  to  God  and  listen  to  the  call  of  Jesus  will  we  find  courage,  faith  and  the 
love  to  live  up  to  these  requirements. 

The  luncheon,  with  Mrs.  R.  E.  Carter  presiding  was  served  in  the  Fellowship  Hall. 

Following  the  organ  prelude  and  singing  of  the  hymn,  "God  of  Love  and  God  of  Power", 
the  response  of  the  districts  was  given  in  a skit.  Mrs.  B.  E.  Fox,  Sr.,  Mrs.  Henry  Bernard, 
Mrs.  W.  F.  Atkinson  and  Mr.  Don  White  represented  the  Interpretive  Voice,  the  Positive 
Member,  the  Negative  Member  and  the  Prophetic  Voice.  Accomplishments  and  projected 
plans  of  programs,  activities,  membership,  our  image  and  the  fulfillment  of  the  purpose  of 
the  Women's  Society  were  discussed  in  the  light  of  "What  Does  the  Lord  Require"?  The 
district  presidents  were  introduced. 

Mrs.  Harold  Nine,  Director  of  Elementary  Education  of  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic 
Foundation  Incorporated,  was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Rosett.  Mrs.  Hine  appealed  for  help  to 
itinerate  the  state  through  invitations  from  schools,  Parent-Teacher  groups  and  other 
organizations  to  reach  children  of  all  ages.  She  emphasized  the  concern  of  use  of  narcotics 
and  other  drugs  among  the  very  young  school  age.  The  goal  is  to  teach  significant  facts  of 
the  danger  of  drugs  and  alcohol  to  children  and  youth.  Films  on  alcoholism  are  available 
through  the  Foundation. 

Mrs.  George  Chastain  interpreted  the  hymn,  "When  Love  Speaks  Loud  and  Clear."  The 
congregation  participated  by  echoing  every  other  line. 

Dr.  Sarah  Frances  Anders  of  the  Department  of  Sociology,  Louisiana  College,  was 
moderator  of  a panel  which  consisted  of  Mrs.  Harvey  Henry,  Alexandria  District  Chairman, 
Christian  Social  Relations;  Mrs.  Mary  Montgomery,  Director  of  Cenla  Community  Action 
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program  and  Mrs.  Harold  J.  Derr,  Alexandria  Town  Talk  Religious  Editor,  discussed 
"Human  Needs  and  Social  Justice." 

Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen,  former  Conference  Vice  President  and  Mrs.  M.  L.  De Freese,  West 

Monroe,  president  of  the  Church  Women  United,  were  recognized. 

The  Dinner,  with  Mrs.  Dameron  presiding  in  the  absence  of  Mrs.  McGowan,  honored  the 
District  Lay  Leaders  and  their  wives.  Mr.  Tom  Matheny,  Conference  Lay  Leader,  was  the 
speaker  and  used  the  theme,  "Laos  — the  People  of  God." 

The  Evening  Session  opened  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "God  of  Grace  and  God  of 
Glory."  The  Reverend  John  F.  Kilpatrick,  Alexandria  District  Superintendent,  read  the 
scripture  from  Psalms  24  followed  by  prayer.  We  were  privileged  to  hear  Mr.  Max  Pugh, 
organist,  render  several  selections  of  special  music. 

Dr.  J.  Woodrow  Hearn,  Executive  Director,  Fort  Worth  Area,  Council  of  Churches, 
brought  news  from  the  meeting  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  he  recently  attended  in 
Uppsala,  Sweden.  His  subject  was  "Behold,  1 Make  All  Things  New."  Mrs.  Glenn  E.  Laskey, 
immediate  past  president  of  the  Women's  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  was  to  have 
shared  her  experience  in  attending  this  same  meeting  along  with  Dr.  Hearn,  but  due  to 
illness  she  was  unable  to  be  present. 

Mrs.  John  L.  Howe,  Jr.,  concluded  the  session  with  prayer. 


Friday 

Congregational  singing  was  led  by  Mr.  Paul  White.  The  Reverend  Warren  Blakeman,  Jr., 
used  a portion  from  the  seventh  chapter  of  Romans  for  his  scripture  and  gave  the  morning 
prayer. 

Mrs.  Rosett  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  asked  the  secretary  to  read  a telegram  from 
The  Methodist  Mens'  Fellowship  at  Angola,  Louisiana. 

Mrs.  T.  E.  Kirkpatrick,  chairman  of  Audit  Committee  for  the  minutes  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Compton,  reported  that  the  minutes,  in  part,  had  been  examined  and  found  in  order. 
Request  for  privilege  of  examination  after  adjournment  of  the  session  was  made. 

Mrs.  P.  M.  Davis,  General  Chairman  for  the  Annual  Meeting,  gave  the  following 
registration  of  the  meeting:  143  delegates,  150  visitors,  6 Conference  workers,  28  guests,  1 1 
Conference  officers,  8 district  presidents,  and  15  miscellaneous  registrants  — total  of  361. 

Invitation  for  1970  Annual  Meeting  was  extended  by  Mrs.  Hal  Sawyer,  president  of  the 
First  United  Methodist  Church,  New  Orleans. 

Mrs.  Rosett  introduced  Miss  Mildred  Evans,  Conference  Chairman  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  who  reported  on  the  work  of  the  Guild  units.  Her  report  will  appear  with 
other  Conference  officers'  reports. 

Intermission  was  a time  for  having  coffee  with  a new  friend  and  filling  in  Evaluation 
Sheets. 

Mrs.  Rosett  asked  the  secretary  to  read  a report  from  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
that  had  been  accepted  by  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  Mid-Year  meeting.  It  was:  Mrs. 
C.  R.  McCammon,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Nominations,  reported  her  committee 
received  Mrs.  Howe's  resignation  with  regret.  The  name  of  Mrs.  George  M.  Chastain,  Jr., 
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Lake  Charles,  to  serve  Mrs.  Howe's  unexpired  term  was  submitted.  Mrs.  Aycock  moved  the 
acceptance  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Executive  Committee.  Motion  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Gardner.  Carried. 

Love  offering  for  Wednesday  and  Thursday  nights  was  given  in  the  amount  of  $351.00. 

Miss  Elayne  Hunt,  attorney  from  Baton  Rouge,  sponsor  of  a panel  of  four  women  from 
3t.  Gabriel  prison,  served  as  moderator.  Miss  Hunt  related  some  of  her  experiences  during 
the  years  working  with  groups  and  the  conditions  and  circumstances  of  violators.  Panel 
members  told  of  their  past,  present  and  future.  Many  personal  questions  were  asked  and 
sincere  answers  given.  The  greatest  problem  after  being  released  is  being  rehabilitated, 
finding  a job  and  being  accepted  by  family  and  society. 

Mrs.  Rosett  declared  the  adjournment  of  the  First  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Women's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  preceding  the  closing  service  of  dedication  in  order  that  the 
program  would  not  be  interrupted. 

Closing  Service  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Bandel  expressed  her  gratitude  to  all  who  had 
any  part  on  the  Annual  Meeting  program  and  all  who  helped  to  make  this  a real  experience 
of  Koinonia.  Voicing  the  expression  of  love  and  appreciation  of  the  delegates  and  visitors 
were  Mrs.  John  Nelson,  Mrs.  Don  Moore  and  Mrs.  George  Thomas.  Mrs.  Nelson  told  how  the 
beauty  of  the  sanctuary  and  flowers  had  added  to  the  worshipfulness  and  the  deep  meaning 
of  the  Celebration  of  Holy  Communion.  Mrs.  Moore  said  she  never  knew  of  such  love  before 
belonging  to  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  An  awareness  of  the  oneness,  the 
alertness  to  the  needs  in  the  many  areas  and  a desire  to  share  with  others  were  the  areas  that 
impressed  her  most.

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  - Mrs.  Gilbert  Bandel 

During  the  year  1968-69  the  goal  of  Christian  Mission  has  remained  unchanged:  to  make 
known  to  the  world  the  love  of  God  as  revealed  through  Jesus  Christ.  The  Women's  Division 
with  other  Divisions  of  the  Board  of  Missions  has  reached,  sometimes  falteringly  — many 
times  confidently,  to  fulfill  that  goal. 

Missions,  1969,  can  be  expressed  in  at  least  three  ways:  (1 ) Strengthening  and 
reinforcing  existing  patterns  of  mission  that  are  fulfilling  present  day  needs,  or  "letting  go" 
those  that  no  longer  continue  to  serve  their  original  purpose.  (2)  Launching  out  on  new 
ventures  to  reach  people  who  have  never  been  challenged  with  the  message  of  the  Christian 
faith.  Often  this  takes  daring  — risking  criticism  from  people  who  have  been  trained  to  think 
that  mission  is  safely  "out  there"  someplece  and  not  at  our  own  doorstep  in  our  own 
community.  (3)  Remaining  alert  to  keep  the  organized  church  informed  of  areas  in  which 
the  strengthening  love  of  the  Christian  community  can  be  an  agent  of  healing,  purifying, 
reconciliation.  This  third  area  may  be  our  weakest  for  it  makes  active  demands  on  all  of  us 
as  individuals  and  as  Societies.  At  the  Regional  Conference  on  Motivation  for  Mission  at 
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Dallas  last  fall,  we  were  reminded  that  continuing  missionary  education  is  needed  as  a 
powerful  force  in  the  church  today. 

During  the  past  year  our  own  Conference  Society  overpaid  the  pledge  for  the  new 
Laskey  Cottage  at  MacDonell.  Nearly  1100  mission  study  leaders,  ministers,  laymen  and 
women  attended  the  Fall  District  Mission  Study  Conferences.  More  churches  each  year  are 
participating  in  mission  study  through  church-wide  study  groups,  youth  and  children's 
classes,  Sunday  School  and  evening  sessions.  The  importance  of  well-planned  mission  studies 
can  hardly  be  over-emphasized. 

Does  your  church  keep  in  personal  contact  with  at  least  one  missionary?  Have  you  had  a 
missionary,  deaconess  or  contract  worker  meet  with  you  this  year?  Has  your  society  given 
over  and  above  your  pledge  to  strengthen  an  existing  mission  or  aided  in  starting  a new  one? 
Are  you  truly  mission  minded? 


SPIRITUAL  GROWTH  — Mrs.  George  Chastain,  Jr. 

With  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  John  Howe  to  take  an  office  with  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction,  the  office  of  conference  chairman  of  Spiritual  Growth  changed  hands  in  late 
November,  and  this  report  will  consist  of  activities  since  that  time.  The  main  responsibility 
has  been  the  Officer  Training  Day,  held  in  Alexandria  in  April.  All  district  chairmen  of 
Spiritual  Growth  were  present,  and  a very  productive  session  of  ideas  and  suggestions  with 
an  interchange  of  experiences  made  for  a day  when  bonds  were  strengthened  and  a 
rededication  to  the  purposes  of  the  office  was  felt.  Materials  for  use  by  local  societies  was 
circulated,  and  a discussion  was  held  on  the  possible  use  of  some  of  the  new  forms  of 
worship.

They  are  involved  in 
transportation  of  the  young  and  old  to  and  fro  to  meetings  and  recreation.  They  are 
involved  in  visiting  the  sick,  the  lonely,  the  bereaved.  They  are  involved  in  volunteering 
thousands  of  hours  in  hospital  auxiliary.  Heart  associations,  T.  B.  associations,  cripple 
children,  and  Mental  Health.  They  are  involved  in  all  kinds  of  youth  groups  - scouting, 
campfire,  etc.  These  women  are  teaching  Sunday  school  classes.  Mission  studies,  giving 
excellent  programs.  They  are  speaking  publicly  to  other  organizations  and  clubs  These 
women  have  dressed  hundreds  of  dolls  and  stuffed  many  stockings  for  the  Salvation  Army. 
They  have  made  layettes,  maintained  clothes  closets,  helped  maintain  pantries  for  Salvation 
Army  and  Gulf  Assistance.  They  have  placed  Upper  Rooms  in  doctors'  offices  and 
washaterias. 

One  society  reported  taking  into  the  membership  of  their  society  a circle  of  young 
women  - 13  to  be  exact  - all  under  the  age  of  30. 

All  this  plus  the  business  of  the  Local  Society. 


MONROE  DISTRICT 
Mrs.  Don  Wineinger 

One  of  the  finest  achievements  of  The  Monroe  District  Women's  Society  and  Guild  was 
participation  in  The  District  Mission  Study  Conference,  held  in  two  sections  at  night. 
Results  were  gratifying.  Thirty-three  churches  were  represented,  and  more  ministers  and 
laymen  attended  than  the  previous  year.  Following  the  conference,  each  of  the  five 
sub-districts  used  the  skit,  "Daingerfield  Newby  Moves  Uptown",  with  small  group 
discussions.  There  were  43  women  in  attendance  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  Alexandria  Two 
life  memberships  were  presented  to  retiring  district  officers  at  the  district  annual  meeting  in 
Delhi.  Local  officer  training  was  held  in  two  areas  of  the  district  during  May,  with  more 
than  100  different  women  in  attendance. 


Although  106  new  members  were  gained,  there  was  an  over-all  net  loss  of  95.  Whether 
the  loss  was  due  to  more  accurate  counting  is  unknown.  In  the  age  bracket  under  30,  122 
members  were  reported.  Two  of  the  largest  societies  have  elected  young  women  as  their 
presidents. 
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The  district  came  nearer  to  paying  its  pledge  this  year  than  previously.  A total  of  $1555 
was  given  by  the  Society  and  Guild  in  special  memberships. 


NEW  ORLEANS  DISTRICT

The  district  president  and  a youth  delegate  attended  the  Missions  conference  at  Mt. 
Sequoyah.  District  and  local  officers  attended  the  School  of  Missions,  Centenary  College, 
Shreveport.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  cooperated  with  the  district 
committee  in  planning  and  promoting  the  Mission  Study  Conference  held  September  28, 
jointly  with  Conference  B,  at  St.  Matthews  Church.  The  new  Methodist  Hospital  Auxiliary 
was  organized  in  January,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Manis  was  elected  president.  Local  societies  are  giving 
much  time  to  the  work  of  the  Auxiliary.  Mrs.  Connie  Green,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions, promoted  a visit  to  the  Migrant  work  in  Hammond  in  April.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
New  Orleans  District  was  held  April  9th  at  the  Rayne  Memorial  Church,  Dr.  G.  W.  Pomeroy, 
District  Superintendent,  the  principal  speaker,  presented  the  over-all  goals  for  the  district.  Dis- 
trict officers  attended  training  in  Alexandria,  April  23rd,  and  presented  training  for  local  offi- 
cers at  Munholland  Church  on  May  15th.  There  have  been  cooperative  ventures  with  Church 
Women  United,  including  a Missions  Institute  September  27,  and  World  Day  of  Prayer  observ- 
ance. The  newsletter  is  published  quarterly  immediately  following  the  Executive  Committee 
meeting.  A joint  meeting  was  held  with  the  Guild  in  February.  Board  meetings  of  St.  Marks 
Community  Center  and  The  Wesley  Foundation  of  Tulane-Newcomb  and  L.S.U.N.O.  are  at- 
tended regularly  by  the  District  President,  District  officers  have  been  visiting  in  local  societies. 


RUSTON  DISTRICT 
Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning,  Jr. 

The  year  1968-69  has  been  one  of  change  and  learning  new  ways  to  perform  the  task  of 
our  new  society.  The  spring  meetings  of  each  of  the  four  sub-districts  were  used  to  training 
officers  in  these  new  ways.  The  fall  meetings  were  planned  to  acquaint  the  membership  of 
our  district  with  the  new  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  as  well  as  the  new  Guidelines  for 
Sub-districts.  The  women  of  local  societies  were  used  for  these  programs.  The  1968  School 
of  Christian  Missions  for  the  conference  was  attended  by  twenty-five  members  from  our 
district.  The  District  Mission  Study  Conference  was  held  in  cooperation  with  the  Ruston 
District  Chairman  on  Missions  September  4th  at  First  Church,  Minden.  In  spite  of  torrential 
rains,  the  attendance  was  good  with  186  persons  in  attendance.  The  attendance  was  made 
up  of  ministers,  chairmen  of  commissions  on  missions  and  members  of  both  the  Guild  and 
the  Women's  Societies.  The  three  studies  were  presented  in  two  sessions  each,  thus  allowing 
each  individual  to  receive  teaching  instructions  in  two  of  the  studies.  The  30th  of  April, 
1969  the  district  chairman  of  Spiritual  Growth  planned  a district  retreat  at  Toma  Lodge  in 
Ruston.  There  were  200  women  present  from  the  guilds  and  the  Women  s Societies.  This 
was  then  followed  up  with  programs  on  spiritual  growth  in  the  Sub-district  meetings.  One 
society  has  been  reactivated  at  our  Sibley  Church  but  we  have  lost  two  societies  which 
leaves  us  with  33  societies  and  a membership  of  1,31 1.  One  new  guild  has  been  organized  at 
Trinity  Church  which  gives  us  a total  of  1 1 Guilds  with  a membership  of  233.  The 
membership  for  Ruston  District  Guilds  and  Societies  is  now  1,544. 


SHREVEPORT  DISTRICT 
Mrs.  Thomas  E.  Kirkpatrick 

The  year  1968-69  began  with  spring  sub-district  meetings.  In  June  the  district  president 
and  a youth  delegate  were  in  attendance  for  the  Jurisdictional  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt. 
Sequoyah.  One  hundred  and  twenty-four  district  women  participated  in  the  Conference 
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School  of  Christian  Mission  in  July.  The  District  Mission  Study  Conference  in  September 
was  a joint  effort  of  Districts  A and  B and  was  well  attended.  Because  of  weather,  some 
persons  in  the  southern  part  of  the  district  were  unable  to  attend  and  a make-up  session  was 
held  for  them.  Every  society  except  two  were  represented  in  one  of  the  three  mission-study 
training  events. 

Answering  the  plea  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement  at  Centenary,  societies  in 
Shreveport-Bossier  City  are  supplying  Thursday  evening  meals  for  the  MSM  during  the 
school  year.  The  fall  months  found  societies  in  the  Shreveport  district  joining  with  those  all 
over  the  country  in  "services  of  celebration"  for  the  chartering  of  the  Women's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  Mrs.  Glenn  E.  Laskey,  immediate  past  president  of  the  Women’s  Division, 
spoke  at  the  District  Annual  Meeting  in  March,  1969.  She  told  from  her  own  experiences  of 
the  doors  which  are  open  and  those  which  are  (or  have  been)  closed  to  women  in  the 
church.  Members  of  the  district  executive  committee  invited  those  district  and  conference 
leaders  of  Conference  B in  Shreveport  to  share  with  them  a day  of  spiritual  enrichment  in 
May. 

Statistically  there  is  a decline  in  the  number  of  organized  societies  and  the  total 
membership  in  the  district.  The  records  show,  however,  that  the  financial  giving  of  the 
women  continued  to  increase.  Enthusiasm  is  shown  in  many  groups  in  the  many  ways  in 
which  persons  are  helping  other  persons.  The  new  year  begins  even  before  the  old  year  ends 
as  planning  gets  underway  for  other  days  and  better  ways.

TWENTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  GUILD  WEEKEND 
July  19-21,  1968 


The  twenty-second  Louisiana  Conference  Guild  Weekend  opened  at  4:00  P.M.  Friday, 
July  19,  1968,  with  registration  in  the  lobby  of  James  Dormitory,  Centenary  College, 
Shreveport,  Louisiana.  Miss  Adeline  Durham  served  as  chairman  of  registration.  A snack 
supper,  provided  by  Monroe  District  Guilds,  and  fellowship  led  by  Miss  Lillian  Kennedy, 
Baton  Rouge  District,  were  enjoyed  in  the  parlor  of  the  dormitory.  Individual  meditation  in 
the  rooms  followed. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Delafield  of  Shreveport  District  led  Morning  Watch  at  7:00  A.M.  Saturday 
in  the  parlor  of  James  Dormitory.  Registration  was  resumed  following  breakfast,  and  the 
Literature  Room  was  open  for  the  convenience  of  registrants,  with  Mrs.  Velma  Thomas  in 
charge. 

The  first  General  Assembly  opened  in  Hurley  Music  Auditorium  at  9:00  A.M.  with  Miss

Aycock,  Secretary,  Louisiana  Conference  Women's  Society;  Mrs.  W.  B.  Gardner,  Conference 
Treasurer;  Miss  Arline  Tyler,  Chairman,  Committee  on  Nominations,  Louisiana  Conference 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild;  District  Chairmen,  Miss  Bessie  Rollo,  Miss  Lillian  Kennedy,  Mrs. 
Rosa  McCullough,  Mrs.  Austin  Miller,  Miss  Margaret  Field,  and  Mrs.  Ella  Price.  She  also 
presented  those  with  special  responsibilities  on  the  program  — Mrs.  Robert  M.  Lindsey, 
Chairman  of  Arrangements;  Mrs.  Velma  Thomas,  Program  Materials;  Mrs.  W.  D.  Cotton, 
Song  Leader;  Mrs.  Lillian  Soileau,  Pianist;  Miss  Elizabeth  Langford  and  Mrs.  Willis  Ward, 
Delegates  to  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  Programs,  Mrs.  Milton  C.  Baldridge,  who  was  unable 
to  be  present  because  of  illness  in  her  family.  Miss  Evans  presented  the  program,  asking  that 
correction  be  made  from  20th  to  22nd  Annual  Guild  Weekend.  She  especially  commended 
and  thanked  Miss  Elizabeth  Langford,  Mrs.  Willis  Ward,  and  Miss  Arline  Tyler  for  their 
support  and  assistance  in  all  areas  of  the  program. 

Members  attending  their  first  Guild  Weekend  were  requested  to  present  themselves  at  the 
platform  for  a green-ribbon  badge  which  they  were  asked  to  wear  during  the  weekend.  In 
this  way  they  would  be  recognized.  Everyone  was  requested  to  help  make  the  first  weekend 
of  the  wearers  of  this  badge  a pleasant  and  memorable  one. 

Miss  Ethelene  Sampley  began  a series  of  presentations  of  the  "Gospel  of  John." 
Following  a short  break,  Mrs.  Hazel  Dabney  of  Pine  Bluff,  Arkansas,  Immediate  Past 
Secretary,  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  spoke  on  "New  Dimensions 
Strut::;, re  _ Program,"  pointing  out  changes  which  are  being  made  in  conjunction  with  the 
formation  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.

Miss  Sampley  continued  her  presentation  of  the  "Gospel  of  John,"  beginning  with  the 
playing  of  a recording,  "The  Eve  of  Destruction,"  and  urging  that  the  music  being  sung  by 
the  young  people  should  be  listened  to  by  the  adults  in  the  church.  The  presentation  was 
closed  by  playing  Ed  Ames'  "Blowin'  in  the  Wind."

District  Chairmen  accepted  the  charters  for  the  new  units  which  are  St.  Pauls  Church, 
New  Orleans,  with  Mrs.  Elva  D.  Huckaby  president;  Bennett  Steere  Unit,  Trinity  Church, 
Ruston,  Mrs.  Fred  Barr,  president;  and  St.  Paul  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  with  Mrs.  Wayne 
Robertson,  president.  A check  for  $25.00  was  given  by  Miss  Langford  in  honor  of  these  new 
units,  as  a gift  to  missions.

District  for  the  snack  supper.  Baton  Rouge  District  for  the  fellowship  period,  Mrs.  Velma 
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Thomas  for  having  served  as  Literature  Chairman,  and  to  all  others  who  served  on  the 
program. 

Miss  Bessie  Rollo  made  a report  on  the  Jurisdiction  Guild  Weekend  which  she  and  Mrs. 
Daisy  Bergeron  attended  as  delegates. 

Miss  Evans  announced  that  the  Spring  Meeting  will  be  held  at  First  Church,  Alexandria, 
March  14,  15,  16,  1969.

Miss  Field  made  a motion,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Gardner,  that  two  members  of  the 
Conference  Guild  Committee,  Central  Jurisdiction  - Mrs.  Mary  Helen  Craig  and  someone  of 
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her  choice  — be  invited  to  attend  the  October  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee. 
Unanimously  carried. 

It  was  announced  that  the  program  committee  for  the  Spring  Conference  will  meet  in 
the  Library  of  James  Dormitory  after  the  evening  General  Assembly.

Austin  Miller,  Miss  Margaret  Field,  Mrs.  R.  M.  Steere,  Mrs.  Ella  Price,  Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan, 
Mrs.  W.  B.  Gardner,  Mrs.  Gilbert  Bandel,  and  Mrs.  R.  E.  Carter.  Miss  Marilynn  Carter  arrived 
at  2:46.  Mrs.  Vera  Williams  was  in  attendance  to  represent  Miss  Hermine  Tate  who  was  not 
able  to  attend. 


Miss  Evans  introduced  Mrs.  Mary  Helen  Craig,  Conference  Chairman  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  B Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Thomas,  the  District  Chairman  of 
the  Baton  Rouge  District  Guild,  Conference  B.  Miss  Evans  also  noted  that  Mrs.  Craig  is  now 
a member  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  by  virtue  of  her  recent  appointment  to  the 
Divisional  Guild  Committee.

Mrs.  Steere  moved  that  each 
absent  member  of  the  Committee  be  written  a card.  Carried. 

Appointed  to  the  Journal  Committee  by  Miss  Evans  were  Mrs.  Steere,  Miss  Field,  and 
Miss  Tyler. 

Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan,  Conference  President  of  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
began  her  report  by  bringing  greetings  from  the  W.S.C.S.  Conference  Committee  which  had 
met  during  the  week.  She  discussed  the  changes  which  are  brought  about  in  the  formation 
of  the  new  organization  of  the  United  Methodist  Church,  making  reference  to  organization, 
meeting  dates,  and  other  new  plans.  A more  detailed  record  of  the  oral  report  is  on  file  in 
the  records  of  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Mrs.  W.  B.  Gardner  gave  her  report  as  Conference  Treasurer.  The  finances  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  from  June  to  August,  1968  show:

The  Chairman  of  Missionary  Education,  Mrs.  Gilbert  Bandel,  spoke  briefly  of  her  area  of 
work  and  stated  that  from  all  the  information  which  has  come  to  her  from  all  sources,  the 
Number  One  thing  stressed  is  the  plea  for  cooperation  with  the  total  program  of  the  church. 
The  program  of  the  local  church  has  never  been  in  such  sharp  focus.  She  also  told  of  some 
of  the  highlights  of  the  Dallas  Conference. 

Mrs.  R.  E.  Carter,  Conference  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  spoke  of  the 
Committee  on  Election  Issues  which  is  at  work  presently,  and  she  stated  that  the  Women's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  has  now  joined  Public  Affairs  Research  Council.  A task  group  is 
working  on  the  International  Year  on  Human  Rights,  and  the  Guilds  were  urged  to  have  a 
program  on  this  theme  at  the  local  level.  Several  reports  have  been  made  on  citizenship 
buzzes  and  several  subscribers  to  engage  have  been  reported  to  her,  also. 

Copies  of  the  reports  made  by  the  eight  District  Chairmen  are  in  the  file  of  the 
Recording  Secretary. 

Mrs.  Craig  spoke  of  several  meetings  which  she  was  privileged  to  attend  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  including  the  Women's  Division  meeting  in  Denver,  Guild  Weekend  and 
School  of  Christian  Mission  at  Mt.  Sequoyah,  and  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Health  and 
Welfare  Ministries.  She  has  been  asked  to  serve  as  a member  at  large  on  the  Divisional  Guild 
Committee. 

Mrs.  Thomas  made  a brief  statement  about  the  Conference  B Guilds  in  her  district,  four 
in  number.  She  also  mentioned  having  attended  the  World  Understanding  Workshop  at  First 
United  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  in  December. 

Following  a coffee  break.  Miss  Carter  reported  on  Christian  Service  Times,  bringing  up 
problems  encountered  at  present,  especially  following  Mrs.  Howe’s  recent  resignation 
because  of  the  new  office  which  she  has  accepted  on  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian 
Service-Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Core  Committee.  The  feasibility  of  working  with  the  paper 
to  make  it  a promotional  organ,  paying  its  own  way,  was  discussed  by  the  group. 

Miss  Tyler  moved  that  (1)  Christian  Service  Times  be  discontinued  as  the  present 
publication  and  (2)  the  committee  be  authorized  to  study  the  needs  and  recommendations 
as  they  come  in  from  district  and  local  groups  as  to  future  promotion.  Carried. 

With  respect  to  Evaluation  Reports,  Miss  Evans  relayed  information  from  Miss  Lillian 
Johnson  that  there  will  be  one  report  for  the  entire  Guild  unit.  There  will  be  a statistical 
report  and  an  evaluation  report,  the  first  forms  to  be  distributed  on  December  31,  1968, 
and  due  to  be  returned  by  the  local  presidents  on  February  1,  1969. 

Miss  Field  gave  a brief  report  regarding  the  work  of  the  task  group  with  Conference  B 
Guilds. 

Miss  Tyler  reported  that  the  only  nominations  needed  this  year  will  be  for  three 
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representatives  to  the  Jurisdictional  School  of  Christian  Mission  to  be  held  June  14  to  20 
1969. 


Miss  Evans  made  the  Conference  Chairman's  report,  which  may  be  seen  in  the  file  of  the 
Recording  Secretary. 

Mrs.  McCullough  moved  that  the  amount  of  $6.00  per  person  be  allowed  for  meals  for 
this  meeting.  Seconded  by  Miss  Rollo.  Carried. 

The  meeting  adjourned  for  supper  after  announcement  by  Miss  Evans  that  the  Program 
Committee  would  meet  immediately. 

Upon  reconvening  after  supper,  the  Recording  Secretary  reported  that  the  Program 
Committee  recommends  that  $2.50  be  charged  as  registration  fee  for  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
Alexandria,  March  14  to  16,  1969.  Miss  Kennedy  moved  the  adoption  of  this 
recommendation.

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD  CONFERENCE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 
Friday,  March  14,  1969 

The  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee  met  in  the  Azalea  Room 
of  the  Ramada  Inn,  Alexandria,  at  8:00  P.M.,  Friday,  March  14,  1969,  with  Miss  Mildred 
Evans,  Conference  Chairman,  presiding.  Mrs.  W.  B.  Gardner  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

The  following  persons  answered  roll  call:  Miss  Evans,  Mrs.  Gardner,  Mrs.  Rosa 
McCullough,  Miss  Bessie  Rollo,  Miss  Margaret  Field,  Mrs.  Coy  Howe,  Mrs.  R.  M.  Steere,  Miss 
Lillian  Kennedy,  Miss  Hermine  Tate,  Mrs.  Austin  Miller,  Miss  Arline  Tyler,  Mrs.  Daisy 
Bergeron,  Mrs.  R.  E.  Carter,  Miss  Marilynn  Carter.  Letters  from  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey  and  Mrs. 
George  M.  Chastain,  Jr.,  were  read.  They  expressed  their  reasons  for  not  being  present.  Mrs. 
McGowan  was  ill,  also,  and  Mrs.  Bandei  had  taken  her  home  from  the  Women's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  Conference.  Mrs.  Steere  moved  that  cards  be  sent  to  the  absent  members. 
Carried. 

Miss  Evans  introduced  those  present  who  were  not  in  attendance  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Committee.  There  were  no  guests  present. 

Miss  Bessie  Rollo  moved  that  the  minutes  of  the  Mid-Year  Meeting  of  October  19-20, 
1968,  be  approved  as  written.  Carried. 
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Appointed  to  the  Journal  Committee  by  Miss  Evans  were  Misses  Tate  and  Carter. 
Resolutions  Committee  appointments  were  Mrs.  McCullough,  Mrs.  Miller,  Mrs.  Steere,  and 
Miss  Tyler. 

Mrs.  Howe  gave  a very  interesting  and  rather  detailed  report  of  the  meeting  and  work  of 
the  Jurisdiction  Society  Guild  Core  Committee  of  which  she  is  a member.  She  explained  the 
make-up  of  the  committee  itself  and  its  purpose,  as  well  as  the  task  groups  which  have  been 
formed  from  the  work  of  this  group.  One  of  these  will  be  a training  program  for  Conference 
Presidents  and  Chairmen  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  in  long  range  planning,  to  be  held  in 
September.  Another  is  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Franklin  has  been  chosen  for  this  pilot 
group  because  its  size  and  structure  are  such  that  the  outgrowth  can  be  followed  by 
churches  of  any  size. 

Mrs.  McCullough  briefly  presented  the  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  and  gave  the  title 
of  Dr.  Vela  Cleveland's  address  as  "The  Four  Attitudes",  and  that  of  Dr.  Hearn's  address  as 
"Making  Things  New."  She  called  attention  to  the  spelling  of  her  name.  Rose  which  should 
be  Rosa,  and  that  Mr.  W.  R.  Kelley  should  be  Mrs.  W.  R.  Kelley.  She  reported  that  Dr.  Ben 
Oliphint  and  Rev.  Gilbert  Wade,  Pastor  and  Associate  Pastor  of  First  United  Methodist 
Church,  will  serve  the  Communion. 

Miss  Evans  advised  the  group  that  permission  had  been  granted  to  reproduce  the  program 
cover  for  District  and  Local  groups,  if  desired. 

Miss  Tyler  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  The  Committee  submitted  as 
nominees  to  the  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission,  June  15-20,  1969,  Mrs.  Daisy 
Bergeron  and  Mrs.  Agnes  Miller,  with  a third  to  be  named  by  the  Administrative  Committee 
of  the  Guild.  Mrs.  McCullough  moved  that  the  report  be  accepted.  Carried. 

Miss  Carter  made  a report  from  the  Christian  Service  Times  Committee  and  read  the 
recommendations  from  the  Committee,  a copy  of  which  is  in  the  file  of  the  Secretary. 
Action  of  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  upon  the  recommendations  was 
explained,  and,  it  was  noted  that  the  Assembly  voted  to  discontinue  the  publication 
following  the  next  issue.  There  was  a discussion  of  the  various  problems  confronted  in 
publishing  the  paper  along  with  the  number  of  subscriptions  by  Districts.  Mrs.  Gardner 
moved  that  at  the  present  time  the  recommendations  of  the  Christian  Service  Times 
Committee  be  rejected.  Carried. 

Miss  Tate  moved  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  study  the  possibility  of  some  other 
forms  of  communication  and  that  an  invitation  be  extended  to  the  Women's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  to  participate  if  they  desire,  and  that  the  committee  report  at  the  Mid-Year 
Committee  Meeting.  Carried. 

Miss  Evans  announced  that  the  Annual  Report  for  1968-69  is  to  be  dedicated  to  past 
Conference  Secretaries.  She  asked  for  help  in  obtaining  the  addresses  of  some  of  those 
persons.  Also,  Miss  Evans  advised  that  the  list  of  officers  for  each  District  and  for  local  units 
should  be  sent  in  as  soon  as  possible  after  election  for  inclusion  in  the  Annual  Report. 

In  submitting  the  report  of  the  Conference  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Gardner  listed  dates  for 
reporting  by  local  and  District  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  Treasurers,  and  stated  that 
m each  case  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  should  make  their  reports  five  days  earlier  than 
local  Treasurers.  The  last  1968-1969  report  is  to  be  submitted  by  the  District  Treasurers 
May  15.  The  Conference  report  goes  to  the  Division  by  May  25,  and  no  money  at  all  can  be 
sent  to  the  Division  for  the  two  weeks  following  that  report.  Therefore,  local  units  are  urged 
to  anticipate  and  complete  all  financial  transactions  on  time.  Local  Guild  units  should  make 
this  report  on  April  25,  1969. 

For  the  seven-months  period,  June  1,  1969  to  December  31,  1969,  reporting  dates  are: 
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local  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to  District  Treasurer,  August  25,  1969,  District 
to  Conference  Treasurer,  September  5;  and  Conference  Treasurer  to  Division,  September  15. 
No  additional  funds  can  be  sent  to  the  Division  until  after  October  1,  1969.  Local 
Treasurers  report  to  the  District  Treasurers  again  on  December  5;  District  to  Conference 
Treasurer  on  December  15;  Conference  books  will  be  dosed  December  31,  1969. 
Thereafter,  we  will  be  on  a calendar-year  basis.  Two  pledge  services  are  to  be  held  in  1969  — 
in  May  for  the  last  seven  months  of  1969,  and  then  in  November  for  the  year  1970.  It  is 
now  required  that  District  Cultivation  Funds  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  through 
regular  channels,  and  upon  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  these  funds  wilt  be 
returned  to  the  District  Treasurers  for  disbursement.  This  procedure  will  become  effective 
January  1,  1970.  The  District  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Cultivation  Fund  is  now  thirty  cents 
per  member. 

Mrs.  Gardner  moved  that  the  Committee  recommend  to  the  Assembly  that  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  Conference  Committee  be  authorized  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Conference 
Guild  in  1970  with  the  funds  available  until  such  time  as  the  annual  pledge  and  budget  can 
be  presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  Carried. 

Miss  Evans  closed  the  evening  session  with  a short  memorial  service  for  Miss  Maree 
White,  immediate  past  Recording  Secretary,  who  died  in  New  Orleans  on  December  3,  1968. 


Saturday,  March  15,  1969 

The  Committee  reconvened  in  the  Azalea  Room  for  breakfast,  at  which  time  Mrs.  Elia 
Price  was  in  attendance. 

Following  breakfast  Miss  Kennedy  presented  suggested  changes  in  the  By-laws  and 

Standing  Rules  which  were  drafted  at  the  Mid-Year  Meeting.  Mrs.  Gardner  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  By-laws  and  Standing  Rules  as  amended.  Carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Tyler  that  the  offering  to  Missions  be  dedicated  as  a memorial  to 
Miss  Maree  White.  Carried. 


Mrs.  McCullough  moved  that  the  money  obtained  from  the  sale  of  Bookmarks  for 
Missions  be  given  in  honor  of  Dr.  Vela  Cleveland.  Carried. 

It  was  explained  by  Mrs.  Gardner  that  the  Conference  has  overpaid  the  pledge  to 
MacDonell  Methodist  Center  Building  Fund,  but  some  local  units  are  still  submitting  funds 
for  this  purpose.  She  moved  that  the  Committee  recommend  to  the  Assembly  that  since  the 
$10,000.00  supplementary  gift  to  MacDonell  Methodist  Center  Building  Fund,  pledged  by 
the  Conference,  has  been  paid,  the  District  Treasurers  be  authorized  to  request  permission 
from  local  Guilds  making  such  remittances  to  transfer  these  funds  to  the  District  pledge  to 
missions.  Carried. 

In  making  her  report  as  chairman  of  the  task  group,  Miss  Field  stated  that  she  has 
written  to  each  Guild  of  Conference  B advising  that  she  and  the  District  Chairmen  are 
willing  to  help  them  in  any  way.  To  date  she  has  received  no  response. 

Miss  Evans  suggested  that  instead  of  working  on  the  programs  for  the  Annual  Meeting 
and  Guild  Weekend  as  we  have  done,  that  we  have  a task  group  for  the  1970  meetings.  Miss 
Tyler  moved  that  the  Chairman  for  the  1970  Annual  Meeting  be  named  by  the 
Administrative  Committee.  Carried. 

There  was  some  discussion  relative  to  inviting  Conference  B members  to  attend  Guild 
Weekend.  Mrs.  Miller  made  a motion  that  we  recommend  to  the  Annual  Meeting  that,  with 
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the  agreement  of  Centenary  College,  we  invite  Shreveport  District  Conference  B Guilds,  the 
Conference  Chairman,  the  District  Chairmen,  and  also  Mrs.  Mary  Helen  Craig,  all  of 
Conference  B,  to  attend  Guild  Weekend  at  their  own  expense.  Seconded  by  Miss  Kennedy. 
Carried. 

Several  possibilities  for  task  groups  were  suggested  for  the  Conference.  These  included 
the  study  of  the  relationship  between  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  the  local  church;  defining  and  understanding  of  task  groups  and 
the  need  for  the  local  groups  understanding  what  these  can  be  and  what  some  possibilities 
are;  the  cooperation  of  the  Guild  in  World  Understanding  Workshops  and  other  facets  of 
this  area.  Reference  was  made  to  several  articles  in  the  recent  issues  of  response,  as  well  as  a 
series  of  programs  which  is  available. 

Mrs.  Gardner  moved  that  a task  group  be  set  up  in  the  Conference  to  work  on  the 
educational  and  directive  areas  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  its  relation  to  the 
Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  local  church.  Carried. 

Miss  Tyler  moved  that  Lafayette  District  be  selected  as  the  pilot  group  for  the  task  group 
on  educational  and  directive  areas  and  that  Misses  Hermine  Tate  and  Marilynn  Carter  serve 
as  chairman  and  co-chairman.  Carried. 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  Miss  Elizabeth  Langford  be  asked  to  work  on  the 
task  group  on  World  Understanding  with  Mrs.  Carter.

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FIRST  ANNUAL  SPRING  MEETING 
LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  A WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 
March  15-16,  1969 

The  First  Annual  Spring  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  A Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
convened  in  the  sanctuary  of  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  at  1:00  P.M., 
March  15,  1969,  with  Miss  Mildred  Evans,  Conference  Chairman,  presiding. 

The  presidents  of  the  Alexandria  Guilds,  Miss  Marie  Pace  and  Mrs.  W.  R.  Kelley, 
extended  a welcome  to  the  group,  as  did  the  host  pastor.  Dr.  Ben  Oliphint,  who  led  in 
prayer.  Mrs.  Rosa  McCullough,  Program  Chairman,  presented  the  program  pointing  out 
minor  corrections.  A rising  vote  of  thanks  was  made  to  the  committee  members  of  the 
Alexandria  District  who  planned  and  provided  for  the  meeting. 

The  report  on  Christian  Service  Times  was  made  by  Miss  Marilynn  Carter  who  called 
attention  to  the  status  of  the  publication,  the  number  of  subscriptions  by  districts,  and  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  joint  Christian  Service  Times  Committee,  a copy  of  which  is 
in  the  files  of  the  secretary.  The  group  was  advised  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Women's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  Miss  Carter  read  the  recommendation  of  the  Guild  Committee 
that  the  recommendations  of  the  Christian  Service  Times  Committee  be  rejected  at  the 
present  time.  Miss  Carter  made  a motion  that  the  action  of  the  Committee  be  accepted. 
Carried. 

Miss  Arline  Tyler  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Nominations  as  follows: 

"The  Committee  on  Nominations  wishes  to  submit  the  following  names  as  delegates  to 
the  Regional  School  of  Christian  Missions,  June  15-20,  1969:  Daisy  Bergeron  and  Agnes 
Miller,  and  to  recommend  that  the  Administrative  Committee  be  authorized  to  select  the 
third  delegate." 

Miss  Tyler  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report.  Carried. 

Conference  Treasurer,  Mrs.  W.  B.  Gardner,  called  attention  to  the  written  report 
included  in  the  packets.  She  reminded  the  group  that  funds  for  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic 
Foundation  should  be  sent  through  the  District  Treasurers  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  in 
order  to  avoid  unnecessary  transactions.  Mrs.  Gardner  also  reminded  the  Assembly  that 
there  will  be  two  pledge  services  for  1969  — the  May  pledge  for  June  1 to  December  31, 
1969,  and  one  in  November  for  the  year  1970. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  recommendations:  (1 ) that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
Committee  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  be  authorized  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  Conference  Guild  in  1970  with  funds  available  until  such  time  as  the  annual  pledge  and 
budget  can  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting;  (2)  that  since  the  $10,000.00 
supplementary  gift  to  MacDonell  Methodist  Center  Building  Fund  pledged  by  the 
Conference  has  been  paid,  the  District  Treasurers  be  authorized  to  request  permission  from 
local  Guilds  making  such  remittances  to  transfer  these  funds  to  the  District  pledge  for 
Missions.  Mrs.  Gardner  moved  that  these  recommendations  be  adopted.  Carried. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  By-laws  and  Standing  Rules,  Miss  Lillian  Kennedy, 
asked  the  Assembly  to  study  carefully  the  copy  of  the  proposed  By-laws  and  Standing  Rules 
which  was  included  in  the  packets,  in  order  to  be  ready  to  consider  them  for  adoption  at  the 
Sunday  morning  business  session. 

Miss  Evans  introduced  Mrs.  Rosa  McCullough,  Lake  Charles  District  Chairman,  and  Mrs. 
Barbara  Sockrider,  president  of  a new  Guild  at  Roanoke  Church,  formerly  EUB,  in  that 
district.  The  charter  for  the  unit  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Sockrider. 
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Miss  Evans  announced  the  appointment  of  Misses  Mariiynn  Carter  and  H ermine  Tate  to 
the  Journal  Committee,  She  also  announced.that  the  Conference  Committee  had  voted  that 
the  offering  to  Missions  be  given  as  a memorial  to  Miss  Maree  White,  while  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  Bookmarks  for  Missions  will  be  given  in  honor  of  Dr.  Vela  Cleveland. 


The  group  was  delighted  to  have  Dr.  Vela  Cleveland,  a former  Louisiana  Guild  member 
and  now  a missionary  to  India,  give  an  address  on  the  theme,  "The  Four  Attitudes.  Dr. 
Cleveland  answered  questions  about  her  work  and  modeled  the  sari  she  was  wearing. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  recommendations  from  the  Conference  Committee: 

"That,  with  the  agreement  of  Centenary  College,  we  invite  Shreveport  District 
Conference  B Guilds,  the  Conference  Chairman,  the  District  Chairmen,  and  Mrs.  Mary 
Helen  Craig,  all  of  Conference  B,  to  attend  Guild  Weekend  at  their  own  expense. 


"That  a task  group  be  set  up  in  the  Conference  to  work  on  the  educational  and  directive 
areas  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  its  relation  to  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  the  local  church;  that  Lafayette  District  be  selected  as  the  pilot  group  for  the 
task  group  and  Misses  Hermine  Tate  and  Mariiynn  Carter  serve  as  Chairman  and 

Co-chairman." 

Mrs.  Bergeron  moved  the  adoption  of  these  recommendations.  Carried. 

Symbols  used  in  the  beautiful  new  sanctuary  in  which  the  meeting  was  held  were 
explained  by  the  Associate  Pastor,  Rev.  Gilbert  Wade. 

Following  a short  break  the  Treasurer,  Mrs.  W.  B.  Gardner,  advised  the  members  that 
Mrs  McGowan,  Conference  President,  was  compelled  to  return  home  because  of  illness,  and 
that  she  deeply  regretted  that  she  could  not  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Gu.ld.  She 
had  expressed  hope  that  her  absence  would  be  understood.  Members  present  expressed  their 
sympathy  and  understanding. 


Mrs.  Gardner  led  the  District  Chairmen  in  a very  impressive  service  in  which  the 
following  Pledge  to  Missions  was  made:  Alexandria  District,  $1,5/9.00;  Baton  Rouge 
District,  $1,902.00;  Lafayette  District,  $1,386.00;  Lake  Charles  District,  $2, 444T)0; Conroe 
District,  $2,412.00;  New  Orleans  District,  $2,163.00;  Ruston  District,  $1,722.00,  an 
Shreveport  District,  $2,239.00.  The  pledge,  totaling  $15,847.00,  was  accepted  by  Miss 
Evans  and  presented  to  Mrs.  Gardner  for  Mrs.  C.  B.  McGowan,  President,  Women's  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 


The  dosing  prayer  was  given  by  Miss  Evans. 


Evening  Session 

Fellowship  Hall  of  First  United  Methodist  Church  was  the  scene  of  the  banquet  at  6:00 
P.M.,  with  Miss  Evans  presiding.  Following  the  invocation  by  Rev.  Gilbert  Wade,  Miss  Evans 
introduced  the  persons  seated  at  the  head  table,  including  the  Conference  officers  and 
guests,  and  the  District  Chairmen.  Rev.  John  Kilpatrick,  District  Superintendent  of 
Alexandria  District,  introduced  the  other  ministers  who  were  present. 

Rev.  Kilpatrick  entertained  with  humor  and  songs,  accompanying  himself  with  the 
accordion. 

The  Assembly  moved  into  the  sanctuary  for  the  closing  session,  presided  over  by  Miss 
Evans,  who  led  in  prayer  following  the  group  singing  of  the  Guild  Hymn. 
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Dr.  J.  Woodrow  Hearn,  Executive  Director,  Forth  Worth  Area  Council  of  Churches,  was 
introduced.  He  gave  a very  inspiring  message  on  "Making  Things  New."

Sunday,  March  16,  1969 

The  last  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  was  held  in  Fellowship  Hall  of  First  United 
Methodist  Church  at  8:30  A.M.,  with  Miss  Evans  presiding. 

Miss  Kennedy  presented  the  proposed  By-laws,  pointing  out  several  changes  which  had 
been  made  by  the  Committee  following  the  reproduction  of  the  copies  which  were  in  the 
packets.  Miss  Kennedy  moved  the  adoption  of  the  By-laws  as  revised.  Carried. 

Miss  Kennedy  moved  the  adoption  of  the  By-laws  of  the  Women's  Division.  Carried. 

The  Standing  Rules  were  presented  by  Miss  Kennedy  who  pointed  out  changes  made  by 
the  Committee  following  reproduction  of  copies.  She  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Standing 
Rules.  Carried. 

The  following  dates  were  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Assembly  by  Miss  Evans: 

June  16-20,  1969  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission 

July  21-25,  1969  Louisiana  Conference  A School  of  Christian  Mission 

July  25-27,  1969  Louisiana  Conference  A Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Weekend. 

Miss  Margaret  Field,  New  Orleans  District  Chairman,  and  Miss  Eleanor  Goodman  of  First 
United  Methodist  Church  of  New  Orleans,  issued  an  invitation  for  the  Annual  Meeting  to  be 
held  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  and  Jung  Hotel,  March  13-15,  1970.  The  invitation 
was  accepted  by  Miss  Evans. 

The  Registration  Chairman,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Kelley,  reported  185  registrants  for  the  Annual 
Meeting,  and  an  attendance  of  188  members  and  9 guests  at  the  banquet.  Receipts  were 
$820.50. 

The  offering  to  Missions  in  memory  of  Miss  White  was  reported  by  Mrs.  Gardner  to  be 
$225.38  and  the  sale  of  Bookmarks  for  Missions  to  be  given  in  honor  of  Dr.  Cleveland  was 
$100.00.  District  Chairmen  were  asked  to  take  the  bookmarks  left  over  back  into  the 
districts  for  sale  to  be  applied  to  the  District  pledge. 

Miss  Evans  asked  that  the  evaluation  sheets  be  completed  and  left  with  the  persons 
stationed  at  the  exits  upon  leaving  the  room.  She  reminded  the  group  that  as  soon  as 
District  elections  are  held,  the  list  of  officers  should  be  submitted.  Presidents  of  local  units 
are  also  to  submit  lists  of  officers.  Local  elections  are  to  be  held  prior  to  June  and  officers 
take  over  their  duties  on  September  1 . 

A copy  of  the  Conference  Chairman's  report,  which  was  given  by  Miss  Evans,  is  in  the 
file  of  the  Secretary. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Langford  moved  that  Miss  Evans  be  given  a rising  vote  of  thanks  for  her 
report  and  for  her  leadership.  The  group  responded  by  rising. 

The  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  was  begun  in  the  form  of  a dialogue  between 
Miss  Langford  and  Mrs.  McCullough.  Joining  them  were  several  of  the  District  Chairmen, 
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and  in  this  way  thanks  were  expressed  to  the  Conference  Chairman,  all  committee  chairmen 
and  members,  speakers,  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  circle  who  prepared  the 
banquet.  Miss  Marilynn  Carter  for  her  work  with  the  Christian  Service  Times,  and  to  all 
Guild  members  who  attended  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Miss  Dorothy  Dunbar  invited  all  lovers  of  Camp  Brewer  to  attend  the  get-together  there 
the  first  weekend  in  October. 

Following  the  singing  of  the  theme  hymn,  "Go  Make  of  All  Disciples,"  Mrs.  McCullough 
led  the  closing  ceremony,  "The  Office  for  Those  who  have  Participated  in  the  Annual 
Meeting,"  thus  closing  the  First  Annual  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  A CHAIRMAN 
WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 
MISS  MILDRED  EVANS 


The  weekend  of  December  6-8,  1968  found  me  in  New  York  attending  the  Guild 
Orientation  for  Conference  Chairmen  planned  by  the  Women's  Division  Guild  Committee 
and  the  Women's  Division  Staff.  The  meeting  opened  at  8:00  P.M.  on  Friday  and  closed  at 
3:00  P.M.  on  Sunday.  We  were  divided  into  eight  groups  with  twelve  people  and  a leader  in 
each  group.  The  discussions  and  work  in  each  group  varied,  but  on  Sunday,  forenoon  and 
afternoon,  when  each  group  summarized  its  work  for  the  entire  meeting,  it  was  not  too 
surprising  to  learn  that  the  principle  thinking  and  discussions,  in  each  group,  were  concerned 
with  the  following: 

1.  The  need  for  a Guild.  Why  do  we  have  a Guild?  What  is  its  purpose  and  function? 

2.  The  Guild  under  the  new  and  changed  structure.  Can  it  continue  to  work  and 

survive  under  the  new  structure? 

3.  Task  groups.  What  tasks  should  we  work  with  and  how  is  this  decided? 

4.  Meetings.  What  kind  of  meetings  should  the  Guild  Committee  plan? 

5.  Our  interest  in  persons  as  prospects  for  membership.  Do  we  ostracize  those  who 

are  not  teachers,  white  collar  workers,  or  professional  people? 

In  this  report  to  you,  the  President,  officers,  and  members  of  the  Women's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  I would  like  to  discuss  briefly  these  five 
questions. 

The  discipline  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  provides  that  a Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
auxiliary  to  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  composed  of  employed  women 
may  be  organized  in  the  local  church. 

"The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  formulated  expressly  for  the  employed  women  of  the 
church  and  for  other  employed  women  who  desire  to  participate  in  its  program.  The  Guild 
is  geared  to  the  employed  woman  in  intent  and  purpose." 

"Thriving  secular  groups  for  industrial,  business  and  professional  women  are  found  in 
abundance  throughout  the  United  States.  They  are  thriving  and  abundant  because  they  fill  a 
need,  and  satisfy  a desire.  Employed  women  tend  toward  these  groups,  partially  because 
they  wish  to  have  fellowship  with  others  of  like  interests,  partially  because  they  wish  to 
learn  and  to  be  well  informed.  But  there  is  another  reason,  which  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  so  many  of  these  groups  are  service  clubs.  These  women  want  to  be  useful  — to  spend 
their  time  and  efforts  to  advantage,  and  for  the  good  of  humanity." 

"Many  of  the  women  who  are  using  their  time  in  these  organizations  are  church 
members.  As  Christians  we  feel  that  these  women  should  be  giving  of  their  efforts  toward 
Christian  service,  and  that  the  church  should  have  a group  that  not  only  makes  this  possible 
but  that  is  attractive  to  them." 

Both  the  Women's  Society  and  the  Guild  have  the  same  basic  purpose  — "to  help  women 
grow  in  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  God  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ;  to  challenge  them 
to  respond  to  God's  redemptive  purpose  in  the  world;  to  unite  them  in  a Christian 
fellowship  to  make  Christ  known  throughout  the  world;  and  to  develop  a personal 
responsibility  for  the  whole  task  of  the  church." 

"They  should  complement  each  other,  both  working  toward  the  accomplishment  of  the 
purpose,  but  there  needs  to  be  differentiation  between  the  two  in  matters  such  as  timing  of 
meetings,  interests  involving  fellowship,  activities,  and  approach  to  program." 
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This  brings  us  to  the  second  question  — The  Guild  under  the  new  and  changed  structure. 

Under  the  new  structure  we  have  only  the  principle  officers  to  be  elected  and  the 
freedom  to  work  on  any  program  or  task  that  the  Guild  sees  a need  for.  What  we  do,  how 
we  work,  and  accomplish  the  tenet  of  our  PURPOSE  is  left  to  us  to  decide. 

To  this  end  we  have  Task  Groups.  Here  I would  like  to  present  a small,  new,  and 
challenging  visual  aid  suggesting  areas  of  work  to  help  us  along  the  way  toward  the 
realization  of  the  purpose  of  the  Women's  Society  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild;  that  is, 
they  "shall  provide  opportunities  and  resources  to  meet  the  needs  and  interests  of  women; 
to  increase  their  knowledge  of  the  concerns  and  responsibiiities  of  the  church  in  the  world; 
and  to  share  in  Christian  witness,  service,  and  missionary  outreach." 

And,  now  here  is  my  visual  aid.  It  is  entitled  "to  feel  or  not  to  feel"  "Memo  to:  Working 
women"  — and  offers  many  ideas  to  you  for  task  groups  for  work  in  your  community,  in 
the  nation,  in  the  world,  and  in  your  local  church.  It  is  a wonderful  little  item  offering  many 
challenging  ideas  for  you  to  work  with.  Many  of  you  have  been  asking  "What  is  going  to 
happen  to  the  Guild"  and  you  are  fearful  lest  there  be  no  more  Guild  under  the  new 
structure.  But,  let  me  say  to  you  that  you  have  been  set  free  to  work  in  many  of  the  areas 
you  felt  you  could  not  work  in  before  because  of  structural  restrictions.  Now  you  have  been 
cut  loose  from  the  "old"  and  can  take  up  the  challenge  of  the  "new"  that  has  been  given  to 
you.  So  the  question  of  whether  the  Guild  is  going  to  live  or  die  is  up  to  you,  the  individual 
members,  and  it  is  only  through  meeting  the  issues,  accepting  the  challenge,  and  work  by 
each  of  you  that  the  question  will  be  decided  - live?  — die? 

Now  meetings  — these  are  planned  by  the  Conference  Guild  and/or  District  Guild 
Committee  and  should  be  interesting,  informative,  and  meet  the  needs  of  the  members. 

But  without  persons  none  of  these  things  can  be  accomplished  nor  can  our  purpose  be 
realized.  Let  us  ask  and  answer  honestly  — are  we  interested  in  persons  as  prospects  for 
membership  only?  Do  we  ostracize  those  who  are  not  teachers,  white  collar  workers,  or 
professional  people? 

There  is  one  way  that  1 would  suggest  to  help  you  answer  these  questions.  Look  at  the 
members  of  your  unit.  What  are  their  occupations?  Look  at  the  membership  of  your  church. 
Are  there  any  persons  on  the  church  rolls  or  in  the  community  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Guild?  Why?  Is  it  because  you  have  failed  to  invite  them  to  become  a member  of  the  Guild? 
And,  why  have  you  failed  to  invite  them?  Is  it  because  they  are  beneath  you  professionally 
or  socially? 

"The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  open  to  any  employed  woman  who  desires  to  participate 
in  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  shall  become  a member  of 
the  Guild  by  participating  in  its  program  each  year  through  prayer,  giving,  and  service." 

I can  only  say  to  you  at  this  point  do  not  neglect  anyone  for  any  reason.  Invite  someone 
to  membership  in  the  Guild  to-day. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  A 


WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 


ARTICLE  I - NAME 

Within  the  Louisiana  Conference  A Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  there  shall  be 
for  employed  women  a Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

ARTICLE  II  - FUNCTION 

The  function  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the 
work  of  the  Guild  within  the  conference  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of 
the  Women's  Division,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  mission  of  the  church  as  related  to  the 
needs,  interests,  and  concerns  of  employed  women  in  church,  community,  and  world  affairs. 

ARTICLE  III  - MEMBERSHIP 

The  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  all  former  Conference  Secretaries 
and/or  Chairmen,  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  in  each  district,  and  the  elected  delegates  from  local  Guild  units  shall  be 
members  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  membership  shall  constitute  the 
voting  body  at  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV  - ELECTED  LEADERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  a Chairman  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  who  shall  be  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Conference  Guild.  There  shall  be  a Recording  Secretary  and  a 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

SECTION  2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  from  the  membership  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guilds  within  the  conference. 

SECTION  3.  (a)  The  Chairman  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Conference  Guild  and  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  of  the  conference.  She  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Guild  within  the 
conference;  receive  reports  from  district  chairmen  of  the  Guild;  report  annually  to  the 
Women  s Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  conference.  In  accordance  with  the  pattern  of 
the  Women's  Division  she  shall  report  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  of  the  Division.  She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible,  district  meetings  of  the  Guild.  She 
shall  be  responsible  for  planning  of  meetings  of  the  Conference  Guild.  She  shall  represent 
the  Guild  and  present  its  interests  at  the  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society,  of  which  she 
shall  be  an  official  member.  She  shall  be  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the 
Committees  on  Finance  and  School  of  Christian  Mission  of  the  Conference  Society.  She 
shall  present  a budget  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall 
represent  the  Conference  Guild  at  the  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  and  the 
Louisiana  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission.  She  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all 
committees  of  the  Conference  Guild  except  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  She  shall  be  a 
delegate  to  meetings  of  the  Jurisdiction  Society/Guild. 

(b)  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  Conference  Guild  meetings 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Conference  Guild.  She  shall 
assist  the  Historian  for  the  Conference  Women's  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in 
securing  information,  particularly  related  to  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  for  the  historical 
records  of  the  Conference  Guild  and  Society. 
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ARTICLE  V - COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

SECTION  (1)  (a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the 
conference  composed  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Conference  Guild,  the  Recording  Secretary, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Guild  in  the  Districts, 
the  President,  the  Treasurer,  the  Chairmen  of  the  program  areas  for  Christian  Social 
Relations,  Missionary  Education,  and  Spiritual  Growth  of  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  conference,  members  of  the  Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the 
Women's  Division  and  the  Core  Planning  Group  of  the  Jurisdiction  Society/Guild  residing 
within  the  conference,  and  such  co-opted  members  as  the  work  demands. 

(b)  The  Committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  Conference  shall  plan  the  work 
of  the  Guild  within  the  conference,  including  guild  weekends  and  other  programs  and 
meetings  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  and  purposes  of  the  Conference  Guild.  Task  Groups 
may  be  organized  as  needed. 

SECTION  2.  (a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  five  members 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  present  nominations  of  all  officers,  of  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations,  and  of  representatives  to  the  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

(b)  The  Committee  shall  seek  to  find  qualified  women  as  nominees. 

SECTION  3.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Committee,  composed  of  the  Conference 
Chairman,  who  shall  be  the  chairman,  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  three  other  members  of 
the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  who  shall  be  appointed  biennially  by  the  Conference 
Chairman.  The  Administrative  Committee  shall  transact  only  necessary  business  in  the 
interim  between  meetings  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  It  shall  not  change  declared 
policy,  the  budget,  or  incur  indebtedness. 

SECTION  4.  (a)  There  shall  be  a Committee  on  By-laws  and  Standing  Rules,  composed 
of  the  Conference  Chairman,  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  three  other  members  of  the 
Conference  Guild  Committee,  who  shall  be  appointed  biennially  by  the  Conference 
Chairman. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  By-laws  and  Standing  Rules  to  study  all 
legislation  concerning  the  program  and  structure  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  in 
keeping  with  new  proposals  and  needs,  to  recommend  appropriate  revisions  or  additions  to 
the  current  by-laws  and  standing  rules.  The  committee  shall  be  alert  to  the  need  for 
clarification  in  wording  and  for  the  elimination  of  overlapping,  conflicting,  or  unnecessary 
items.  It  shall  have  authority  to  make  editorial  changes,  and  to  incorporate  in  the  by-laws  of 
the  conference  any  changes  made  by  the  Women's  Division.  The  committee  shall  be 
prepared,  upon  request,  to  interpret  the  meaning  and  application  of  the  by-laws  and 
standing  rules. 

SECTION  5.  (a)  There  shall  be  within  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  a Budget 
Committee,  composed  of  the  Conference  Chairman,  who  shall  be  the  Committee  Chairman, 
the  Conference  President,  the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  two  other  members  of  the  Guild 
Committee,  who  shall  be  appointed  biennially  by  the  Conference  Chairman. 

(b!  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  prepare,  annually,  the  budget  of  the 
Conference  Guild,  to  be  presented  by  the  Conference  Chairman  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance  of  the  Conference  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI  - ELECTIONS 

SECTION  1.  (a)  The  Conference  Guild,  in  annual  meeting,  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the 
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Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

(b)  Elections  shall  be  biennially.  A term  of  office  shall  be  four  years  and  no  officer  shall 
hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  consecutive  years. 

(c)  So  that  all  vacancies  shall  not  occur  within  the  same  year,  the  following  pattern  shall 
be  the  rule  in  the  election  of  officers:  at  the  second  year  of  the  quadrennium  the 
Conference  Chairman  and  three  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be 
elected.  At  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium  the  Recording  Secretary  and  two  members 
of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be  elected. 

(d)  A Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  be  elected  biennially  from  the 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  by  the  Conference  Guild  in  annual  meeting. 
She  shall  be  a member  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  irrespective  of  the  tenure  rule 
(See  Section  8 that  follows). 


SECTION  2.  In  annual  meeting,  the  Conference  Guild  shall  elect  three  representatives  to 
the  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

SECTION  3.  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  an  election.  Where 
there  is  only  one  candidate  for  an  office,  the  election  may  be  by  voice. 

SECTION  4.  Officers  shall  assume  their  duties  immediately  upon  election  or 
appointment.  The  out-going  officers  shall  make  the  necessary  reports. 

SECTION  5.  The  election  of  the  Conference  Chairman  of  the  Guild  shall  be  confirmed 
by  the  Conference  Women's  Society. 

SECTION  6.  Three  or  more  years  of  an  unexpired  term  of  a Conference  officer  shall  be 
considered  a full  term. 

SECTION  7.  Vacancies  occurring  ad  interim  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  term 
involved  by  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee. 

SECTION  8.  Tenure  on  the  Committee  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for 
elected  leadership  shall  be  limited  to  a total  of  eight  years  unless  a woman  is  elected  to  serve 
as  Chairman  of  the  Conference  Guild. 


ARTICLE  VII  - MEETINGS 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
where  reports  shall  be  received  and  necessary  business  transacted.  All  regular  elections  will 
be  held  at  this  meeting. 

SECTION  2.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Guild  weekend  meeting,  dates  to  be  determined  by 
the  conference  committee.  All  necessary  business  may  be  transacted  at  this  annual  weekend. 

SECTION  3.  The  annual  meeting  and  the  annual  Guild  weekend  are  designated  as  regular 

business  meetings. 


ARTICLE  VIII  - AMENDMENTS 

SECTION  1.  Amendments  to  these  by-laws,  pertaining  only  to  the  Louisiana  Conference 
A,  may  be  made  at  meetings  of  the  conference,  provided  the  proposed  amendments  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Committee  of  the  Conference  Guild  thirty  days  before  the  meeting,  and  the 
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Committee  has  had  an  opportunity  to  approve  the  proposed  amendments  before  they  are 
submitted  to  the  membership. 

SECTION  2.  Additional  by-laws  may  be  made  and  amended  by  the  Louisiana 
Conference  A Wesleyan  Service  Guild  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Women's 
Division  Constitution  and  By-laws  for  the  Conference  Guild. 


STANDING  RULES 

RULE  1.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  and  the  Guild  Weekend  there  shall  be  one  voting 
delegate  for  each  twenty  (20)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  in  each  local  unit.  Each 
unit  shall  have  at  least  one  (1)  voting  delegate. 

RULE  2.  (a)  There  shall  be  at  least  two  meetings  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee 
each  year.  One  of  these  shall  be  in  connection  with  the  annual  meeting.  The  other  shall  be  a 
mid-year  meeting,  the  date  to  be  designated  by  the  Administrative  Committee. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a program  of  training  in  Guild  work  within  each  district,  to  be  directed 
by  the  district  Guild  committee. 

RULE  3.  A Committee  on  Journal  shall  be  appointed  at  each  meeting  to  review  the 
minutes  of  the  Recording  Secretary  before  they  are  mailed  out  to  the  members  of  the 
Conference  Guild  Committee.  Such  mailing  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  possible  after  each 
meeting. 

RULE  4.  The  three  elected  representatives  to  the  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian 
Mission  shall  be  Guild  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  They  shall  have 
responsibility  for  reporting  to  the  Conference  Guild  Weekend. 

RULE  5.  (a)  Expenses  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference 
Cultivation  Fund.  This  includes  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Conference  Guild 
Committee  for  mileage,  room  and  meals. 

(b)  Expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  to  the  mid-year 
meeting  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultivation 
Fund. 

(c)  Expenses  of  the  following  Conference  Guild  Committee  members  to  Conference 
Guild  Weekend  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultivation  Fund:  the  Conference 
Chairman,  the  Recording  Secretary,  co-opted  Guild  members  to  the  committee,  and 
Women's  Society  members  of  the  committee. 

(d)  Expenses  of  the  District  Chairmen  to  Conference  Guild  Weekend  shall  be  paid  from 
District  Cultivation  Funds. 

(e)  Expenses  of  the  Conference  Chairman  and  the  three  elected  representatives  to  the 
Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference  Cultivation 
Fund.  Travel  shall  be  in  one  car  and  seven  cents  per  mile  shall  be  paid  from  the  Conference 
Cultivation  Fund.  If  they  elect  to  travel  in  separate  cars,  they  shall  prorate  the  allowed 
expense  of  seven  cents  per  mile. 

(f)  Transportation  by  car  for  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  on  official 
business  within  the  Conference  shall  be  allowed  at  seven  cents  per  mile.  Car  pools  are 
recommended  and  care  should  be  exercised  to  accommodate  four  persons  in  a car  whenever 
possible.  When  elected  conference  and  district  officers  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and 
the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  other  riders  travel  together  in  a car,  each 
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person  should  share  in  the  expense  of  the  car,  the  conference  officer  charging  her  prorata 
share  to  the  conference,  and  the  district  officer  charging  hers  to  the  district,  and  other  riders 
assuming  their  share  in  the  expenses  of  the  car. 

(g)  If  any  designated  person  elects  to  travel  by  means  other  than  above,  she  shall  do  so  at 
her  own  expense. 

( h)  All  expense  accounts  shall  be  approved  by  the  Conference  Chairman. 

(i)  All  funds  over  and  above  expenses  at  any  conference  meeting,  with  the  exception  of 
special  offerings  shall  be  directed  to  Conference  Cultivation  Fund. 

Ij)  The  Conference  T reasurer  shall  distribute  all  funds. 

RULE  6.  The  district  cultivation  fund  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  30<t  per  member. 

RULE  7.  When  death  occurs  among  members  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  to 
members  of  their  immediate  families,  or  to  relatives  living  within  their  homes,  an  "In 
Remembrance  Gift"  of  $5.00  shall  be  sent  as  a memorial. 

RULE  8.  The  retiring  Conference  Chairman  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  for  one  year  following  her  term  of  office. 

RULE  9.  A member  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  shall  be  a member  of  the 
District  Guild  Committee  of  the  district  wherein  she  resides. 

RULE  10.  (a)  The  Registration  Chairman  for  the  Annual  Meeting  or  other  meetings  of 
the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall,  not  later  than  30  days  after  the  close  of  the 
meeting,  render  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  an  itemized  and  written  statement  of  all 
Receipts  and  Disbursements,  showing  any  surplus  or  deficit. 

(b)  Surplus  funds  from  the  Annual  Meeting  and  all  other  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  paid  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  when  the  itemized  and 
written  statement  is  submitted,  and  shall  be  added  to  the  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.  In 
the  event  of  a deficit  unpaid  bills  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Conference  Chairman  for 
approval  and  paid  by  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

(c)  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  District  Chairman  of  the  District  responsible  for 
registration  to  see  that  this  rule  is  followed.
